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TAFT TAKES HAND 
IN TARIFF MIXUP 


President Warns Senator Al- 
drich That Substantial Re- 
ductions Must Be Made in 
Various Schedules, 


ALSO TO SEE INSURGENTS, 


Endeavor Is to Perfect a Bill 
Which Will Satisfy Senti- 
ment in the Country 
for Revision.

Washington, D. C., July 9.—[Special.}— 
President Taft began this afternoon his long 
promised interference in the tariff situation. 

When the president arrived at the White 
house from his trip to Beverly and Lake 
Champlain he found awaiting him Senator 
Aldrich, chairman of the finance committee 


of the senate and leader of the senate con- | 


ferees. The Rhode Islander presented to the 
president a complete statement showing the 
effect of the senate amendments. 


Before the conference ended the president’ 


plainly told the senator there must be sub- 
stantial reductions in various schedules of 
the senate and house bills in order that the 
Republican party might discharge to the full 
its revision pledge to the people. 

A comparison of the two bills has been made 
by experts and Mr. Taft is studyingit. By 
Monday the president also will have the ad- 
vice of Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh, 
who is in New Hampshire, a telegram having 

deen sent this afternoon requesting him to 
return immediately to Washington. 


Seeks Views of Insurgents. 

Not only has the president discussed the 
schedules with Senator Aldrich and Repre- 
sentative Payne, heads of the senate and 
house conferees, but he proposes to ascertain 
the views of the insurgents of the senate and 
house and endeavor to perfect a bill which 
will command their support as well as his 
own and satisfy the revision sentiment of the 
country. 

It is a colossal task of conciliation Mr. Taft 
has begun, but it is essential that it be suc- 
cessfully accomplished if the Republican 
party ‘is to be solidified and continued in 
power by the people. 

The president ‘s deeply concerned over the 
action of the ten Republican senators and 
eighteen Republican representatives, all of 
whom, with a single exception, represent the 
middle western states, in registering their 
protests against the kind of revision which 
has been made. 

He believes some of them might have been 
induced to adopt a different attitude had they 
deen granted a few concessions, but he recog- 
nizes particularly in the case of the senators 
that in voting as they did they fairly and hon- 
estly expressed the views of their constitu- 
ents. in this recognition there is hope for the 
people. : 

Political Warning in Figures. 

It is no secret that Mr. Taft wants to bere- 
elected in 1912 as an indorsement of his ad- 
ministration. A study of the seven states 
from which the bolting senators hail shows 
that with the exception of Nebraska, which 
went for Bryan, and Minnesota and Wiscon- 
gin, which gave Taft heavy pluralities, the 
Republican ticket was elected by compara- 
tively small pluralities. The president car- 
ried Iowa, for example, by a plurality of only 
8852, Indiana by a plurality of 10,731, South 
Dakota by 27,129, and Kamsas by. 38,007. 

These figures constitute a political warn- 
ing and furnished the moving reason for the 
Republican senatore from these states vot- 
fing as they did. 

But while the president naturally is tak- 
ing the political situation into account in 
connection with tariff revision, the fact is 
not to be lost sight of that he is an honest, 
highminded statesman and proposes to do 
what in his judgment seems best for the 
welfare of the people. As was sald today, if 
the conditions demanded the heaviest kind 
of a protective tariff and the sentiment of the 
country was overwhelmingly against such 
a course, still Mr. Taft would approve the 
bill, whatever might be the effect upon his 
personal fortunes. 


Standpoint of Patriotism. 

It was asserted that Mr. Taft is looking at 
the tariff question from the. standpoint of a 
patriot first, and as a party man secondly. 
He believes the party would suffer a tremen- 
dous loss of prestige if one-sixth of its-num- 
ber in the senate and a small minority in the 


„ house should fail to support the bill which 


finally will be reported by the conference 
committee of the two houses. 

It would be an expression of opinion that 
not only would be fruitful of ammunition for 
the Democrats, but, as the president stated in 
his speech delivered at Yale, would result in 
the relegation of his party to the place of a 
minority opposition. 

Fortunately the president does not believe 
the conditions which now exist, and which 
promise prompt and steady improvement, re- 
wire the high rates which mark certain 
features of the senate and house bills. 

The president does not lose sight of the 
fact that as a result of the application of the

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$10,000,000 GIFT 
BY ROCKEFELLER 


Total Contributed by Oil Mag- 
nate to Foundation of Gen- 
eral Education Board 
Is $53,000,000. 


MORE POWER TO MEMBERS 


New York, July 9.—[Special.}]— John D. 
Rockefeller has raised the total of his con- 
tributions to the Rockefeller foundation of 


the general education board to $58,000,000 by 


a gift of $10,000,000 which will be passed to 
the credit of the board between now and 
Aug. 1. He has gone farther than that and 
has intrusted to the membership of the board 
—as it may be constituted at some future 
principal of the fund among the educational 
institutions of the land it it shall be deemed 
advisable. 

Under the regulations at present obtaining, 
this power of final disposition would extend 
only to $33,000,000, inasmuch as the board 
holds the other $20,000,000 in trust with the 
power to dispose of the income, while Mr. 
Rockefeller and his son, John D. Rockefel- 
ler Jr., retain the right to dispose of the 
principal during their lives. 

It was said today that it always has been 
Mr. Rockefeller’s intention to make such a 
provision for the final disposition and that 
his doing it now was more or less of a coinci- 
dence or convenience, inasmuch as he was in 
communication with the board in regard to 
his additional gift of $10,000,000, the income 


et which is to be used for current demands. 


Son Tells of Contributions, 

Mr. Rockefeller’s last contributione were 
made known to the general education board 
at a special meeting held on Wednesday, 
when they were presented by his son, who is 
a member of the board. 

In making the announcement today, Chair- 
man Gates said that this large addition to 
the permanent funds of the board was con- 
tributed because the income of the present 
funds immediately available for appropria- 
tion had been exhausted and it was found 
necessary to havo an additional income in 
order to meet the needs of present great 
Importance.“ 

He said the board made it a rule never to ex- 
ceed the immediately available. income— 
which might amount to $80,000 or $90,000 a 
month—in its awards to the colleges and uni- 
versities, that something like 300 applications 
bad been received by the board beyond the 
number which it already had acted upon, 
which was large. 0 

Mr. Gates said that at the same meeting 
last Wednesday another communication had 
been received from Mr. Rockefeller, author- 
izing and empowering the board and its suc- 
cessors ‘‘ whenever, in their discretion, it 
should seem wise to distribute the principal 
of funds contributed by him to the board 
upon the affirmative vote of two-thirds of all 
those who shall at the time be members of 
the board.“ 


Boards Reply to Donor. 

The following communication was ad- 
dressed to Mr: Rockefeller by the board: 

“The general education board acknowl- 
edges the receipt of the communication from 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller Jr., stating your 
purpose, on or before Aug. 1, 1900, to add to 
the permanent endowment of the board an 
additional sum of 610,000,000. 

“The. board accepts with gratitude this 
new proof of your generosity; your zeal for 
an educated citizenship in this democracy, 
and your confidence, and will endeavor to use 
the gift with large mindedness and good 
sense, to the end that the interests of so- 
ciety in the republic may be increasingly 
‘benefited by this great foundation. 

„The board begs to acknowledge also the 
receipt of your personal communication 
wherein you authorize and empower the 
board and its successors, under wise and 
proper regulations, whenever in their discre- 
tion it shall seem wise to distribute the prin- 
cipal of the fund, and all other endowment 
funds hitherto contributed by you to this 
board. : 

“The board accepts this release from the 
obligation to hold these funds in perpetuity 
or as an endowment, with a clear apprecia- 
tion of the wisdom, the long look ahead, and 
the faith in the future manifested in the 


authorization. The members of the general | 


education board as a body corporate and as 
individuals are Nked minded in their under- 
standing of your high purpose in this large 
undertaking and in their own determination 
to use the power you have given them for 
the public welfare with patience, judgment,

THEN HAVE HIM ARRESTED. 


Visits Brother for Quiet Fourth and 
Gets Into Rumpus. 


The “ sane Fourth at Wheaton had a hu- 
morously disastrous ending for George Daw- 
son, boxing instructor of the Chicago Ath- 
letic association. It wound up with his being 
“properly beat up by a party of young 
persons of both sexes and his arrest and ar- 
raignment before Justice of the Peace Her- 
rick. 

Any one over at the athletic club will vouch 
for the fact that George Dawson, despite the 
fact that he is former lightweight champion 
of Australia and has licked many a good man 
in the ring in America, is a most peaceable 
person. No one ever knay bim to lose his. 
temper, and perhaps it is just as well for the 
young persons of Wheaton, with whom he 
had the ane Fourth encounter, that he 
did not lose it on that occasion. 

As it was, he allowed them to roll him in 
the ditch, to beat and kick and pommel him, 
because in the first place he didn’t want to hit 
@ boy and in the second when he wanted to 
he couldn’t without hitting some of the girls. 


Goes to Spend “Sane Fourth.” 

The story runs something like this. There 
being little doing in the boxing line at the 
club over the Fourth, Mr. Dawson decided 
that he would go out to visit his brother Jack, 
who has a nice little homein Wheaton. 

On Monday morning, being inclined to rural 
life, the brothers, George and Jack, betook 
themselves to the stable to look over Jack's 
live stock. George thought the live stock, 
which consists of a cow and a horse, needed 
a meal of the succulent young blades of grass 
that grow along the roadside, so trying a rope 
about Dobbin's neck and another around 
*“ Bossie’s’’ horns, the brothers proceeded 
down the road, leading the animals. 

They had strolled some distance from Jack 
Dawson’s house, ambling along so that the 
live stock might nibble the tufts of sweet 
grass, when a band of revelers, youths and 
maids, came trooping down the street, sing- 
ing and making merry. Wher they arrived 
where the animals were feeding, a contro- 
versy arose. 


Dispute Over Right of Way. 

The youths and maids declared the horse 
and cow were occupying too much of the road 
and that they could not pass. George Daw- 
son beamed upon them and waved them by 
without disturbing the animals, saying in 
substance, Run along, little children; run 
along and leave us in peace.” 

But one of the largest of the youths strode 
up to the former champion lightweight boxer, 
who looked so mild. ; 

„Children, are we!“ he snorted, “ Well, I 
can lick you any old day.” 

‘Tis said he proceeded to do so. 

No one who knows George Dawson will 
deny that he easily could handle any two or 
three ordinary untrained men at the game 
of fisticuffs; but in this case before he had 
time to recover from the first assault the 
whole troop of youths and maids fell upon 
and smote him. The agile fighter rolled in 
the muddy ditch at the bottom of a miscel- 
laneous heap of youths and maids who were 
beating him. 


Refuses, to Strike at Girls. 

J could have licked the bunch, all right,“ 
he said afterward, but I couldn't strike 
out without hitting a girl, and I couldn't do 
that, you know.“ 

So he took his pummeling, while brother 
Jack had his hands full with the cow. and 
the horse, who had become excited and un- 
manageable at the sound of conflict. 

To cap the climax, the young persons hired 
a lawyer and then swore out a warrant 
against George Dawson, charging him with 
assault, The case was called before a jus- 
thee of the peace, but as Dawson did not have 
a lawyer and his accusers did he thought he 
ought to have a continuance until he could 
get legal advice. 

The upshot of it all was that the justice 
got Dawson to sign a jury waiver and even 
took the testimony of some of the witnesses, 
who said they could not come back again, 
and then the case was continued.

SCHNEIDER QUITS 
IF NOT PRESIDENT 


Hands In Resignation from 
School Board, Effective 
Unless He Is Re- 
elected Head. 


BOOM URION FOR PLACE. 


The resignation of Otto C. Schneider, presi- 
dent of the Chicago board of education, as 
a member of that body is in the hands of 
Mayor Busse, to take effect in the event 
that the former is not reélected to the presi- 
dency at the trustees’ last meeting for the 
school year next Wednesday night. 

President Schneider handed his resignation 
direct to Mayor Busse late Thursday night 
when he was apprised that a movement to 


dereat hie reslection was being backed by 


several members of the board, among them 
Chester M. Dawes and Theodore W. Robin- 
son, and that Vice President Alfred R. Urion 
would be nominated to run against him. 
Mayor Busse returned the resignation and 
told Mr. Schneider he should regret keenly 
his withdrawal from the board. Mr. Schnei- 
der stated last night that he would insist on 
retiring on the expiration of his term of 
office as president. 

The action of President Schneider brought 


Dawes and Mr. Robinson sought a confér- 
ence with Mr. Schneider in the afternoon be- 
fore the meetings of the board committees. 
They suggested that he should retire as a 
candidate for the presidency, having held 
the honor two years, and give way to Mr. 
Urion, whom, they declared, they intended 
to support. Mr. Schneider said afterward 
they intimated to him that they could con- 
trol enough votes to elect their candidate. 

Mr. Urion left Chicago last night and could 
not be seen about his candidacy.“ It 18 
known, however, that he will not enter into 
a scramble for the presidency, although he 
would accept should Mr. Schneider with- 
draw from the race 


Tell Schneider Their Views. 

Mr. Dawes and Mr. Robinson came into 
my office early in the afternoon and in- 
formed me that they would not support me 
for re@élection,” said President Schneider 
It was rather late, for I had only just 
learned from Adolph F. Garts that they tried 
last week to arrange a plan whereby the 
election of officers was to have come last 
Wednesday night immediately after the new 
trustees were seated. The plan fell through. 

“Mr. Dawes said he thought I should re- 
tire from the presidency because I had had 
the honor two years, and that it should go 
to Mr. Urion. I replied that it was not the 
honor I thought of, but the good of the Chi- 
cago schools. He said he was not opposed 
to me personally and was not dissatisfied with 
what I have been able to accomplish in my 
term of office. He thought I should give way 
to some one else, anyway. 

„ Tou say you have no personal objec- 
tions to me nor my labors, Mr. Dawes—what 
do you mean by that?’ I asked him. Tou 
say I have done well. You have been coun- 
sel for a great railroad, and if you have done 
well do you think the company would ask 
you to retire in order to give another man 
the honor of representing it? ™ 

President Schneider amiled grimly as he 
related the conversation. Then hie ¢mile 
faded and he grew earnest. 


Will Stand by Board’s Vote. 

„1 do not know whether they can control 
the election, but I am willing to stand by the 
decigion of the members of the board,” he 
said. “If I am not reé#lected it means that 
the trustees are not satisfied with my ad- 
ministration and out of self-respect I must 
insist on retiring from the board. It is not 
the honor I am seeking, but simply to do 
what I can toward the advancement of the 
Chicago schools. 

“I think I have made the presidency some- 
‘thing more than an empty honor. The presi- 
dent used to be a figurehead and about his 
only duty was to sign vouchers. I have tried 
to be the active head of the school syetem 
and I have taken it on myself to inquire into 
recommendations made by the department 
heads and to know exactly how things were 
going. I am willing to stand by what has 
been accomplished during my administra- 
tion. 

I do not believe any man who has private 
interests or business to attend to can ad- 
minister Chicagos school affairs. I have 
found that it takes my entire attention. 79 
be the head of our school system is not alone 
an honor, it is the most engaging kind of 
work. If I do not do credit to the position J 
do not want it. I don’t want the honor, as 
these men have termed it.

“No-Businets Transacted. 


ness could be transacted, and that was what 
placed the town temporarily in the white 
territory of the prohibitionist maps. The« 
three trustees had forgotten that the licenses 
of the five saloons expired July 1 and that 
these had to be reissued by the board or the 
bars would be closed. 

There were other matters of importance to 
be considered at the meeting. The annual 
tax levy of $3,900 had to be voted and the 
monthly pay roll had to be approved. 

None of these things could be done and now 
five saloonkeepers are acting as soda water 
clerks under the watehful eye of the police 
force,“ who is in a dangerous mood because 
his salary has been tied up, and even the 
temperance ‘drink supply is in danger, as the 
man who runs the waterworks is threatening 
to quit unless ho gets his pay. 


Atmosphere of Discontent. 

The whole’ town is unhappy—not entirely 
because alcoholic beverages have been cut 
off, as many of the householders have daily 
business in Chicago, and several score of 
voters are gore imply because they did 
not get their sewer, and others have ab- 
sorbed discontent from the atmosphere. 

The regular July meeting of the trustees 
was set for last Tuesday, and all of the 
champions were on hand in support of the 
sewer ordinance. They waited in vain o: 
Messrs. Lorenzen, Schroeder, and Redeker. 
They were told that all three were attending 
to important business in Chicago. 


Saloons Ordered to Close. 

There was a whispered conference and 
then President Mors called to his side the 
“police force,“ Henry Horstman, and sent 
him out to notify the village’s quintet of sa- 
loonkeepers to stop selling hard drinks. 
They were busily engaged with their even- 
ing trade and thought it was a joke, but 
when the department said he would lock 
them up unless they confined their sales to 
nonintoxicants they closed their places 
early and sought out President Mors. 

The only response to the saloonmen’s pleas 
for another meeting is that the regular July 
meeting has been held and there will not be 
another until the first Monday in August.

QUICK RISE IN TEMPERATURE. 


Warm Weather Will Continue Today 
and Tomorrow, According 
to Forecast. 


A hot wave brought on by a south wind 
made itself felt In Chicago yesterday when 
the temperature took a rise of twenty-two de- 
grees, reaching the maximum for the day 
when it touched 88 at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon.

Altman was believed to be the person for 
whom the police have been searching since 
the bomb outrages began to occur in close 
Sequence, two years ago. Upon finding that 
the state’s attorney and the police were 
ed with formal complaints sworn to by 
Detective John Murphy, Attorney Brady im- 
mediately withdrew his application for a 
writ of habeas corpus and joined with Mr. 
Wayman in suggesting that formal warrants 
be issued and bail set. 
Mr. Brady appeared anxious to have his 
client taken out of the custody of the police

Just Beginning; Files New Charges. 

A short time later Mr. Wayman made 
good a threat to file additional complaints 
by filing a sixth one in which Altman was 
charged with having made an assault with 
dynamite upon John Le Duc, a cook employed 
in Thompson's Madison street restaurant, 
who was badly injured by the explosion of 
the last bomb. 

A seventh complaint, which was filed by 
the states attorney, charged that Vincent 
Altman and his brother Joseph, said to be a 
barber, dynamited and set fire to the building 
at 5621 Center avenue, owned by Olaf Wawel, 
John Olson, and Nicholas Weidenaar—the

The Kirchner bomb mystery, because of 
the nearness of the date to the time of the 
sash and door company’s fire, interested the 
police. 

In the estimation of the police and mem- 
bers of the Mears-Slayton Lumber company 
firm, by whom Kirchner was employed, there 


rage was the result of labor trouble, and 
Capt. Kane and the men working out of the 
Sheffield avenue station tried to solve it on 
that theory. 

This explosion shook the house from its 
foundations, tore a big hole in the front, of 
the building, demolished the front porch, 
and demolished the windows in a score of 
neighboring residences. Leo Kirchner, 17 
year old son of the owner, was just entering 
the front gate when the bomb let go and 
was temporarily blinded, and for some days 
was in danger of losing his sight. Other 
members of the family were thrown from 
their beds. 5 

Kirchner was a foreman at the plant and 
re to go on strike with the carpenters' 
union, who walked out because the firm re- 
fused to increase their pay from 83 1-3 cents 
to 35 cents per hour. Woodworkers, also af- 
filiated with organized labor, took the places 
of the strikers and it was weeks before the 
trouble between these rival unions was set- 
tled. 

Sluggers Attack Employe. 

A few days previous to this outrage another 
carpenter who remained loyal to the firm was 
attacked by sluggers on a street car and bad- 
ly injured, and one employe was assaulted 
with stones cast through the windows of his 
residence. 

Kirchner at the time told the police he at- 
tributed the attack on his house to the trou- 
ble between the rival unions, and J. W. 
Slayton, treasurer and manager of the con- 
cern, made a similar statement to the in- 
vestigators, and said $500 would be paid for 
the apprehension of the perpetrators. No 
trace of them ever was obtained and the 
money never was claimed. Mr. Slayton told 
the police the only reason he could assign 
for the attack on Kirchner was that he was 
a valuable employé. 


Blames Capital“ and Police. 


Over in the county jali, a few minutes later, 
Altman told all about his experience from his 
own standpoint.. He blamed.“ capita) ’’ and 
the police for his plight. He said he did not 
want his picture taken because his wife 
and children would be humiliated by “ see- 
ing me put in the papers like a crook,“ and 
he tried to hide his face as tears started 
from his eyes and scalded his cheeks. 

“I feel as if my heart would break in this 
place,“ he said to a reporter.

Arrested After Pursult. 


About 1:30 o clock in the morning of May 27 
last year Altman and his brother Joseph were 
arrested in the vicinity of Fifty-ninth street 
and Center avenue immediately preceding 
the fire that partly destroyed the Standard 
Sash and Door company's plant. 

A policeman of the Englewood station saw 
the two men walking rapidly away from the 
sash and door factory and suspected them of 

having robbed the safe in the office. 


The patrolman called upon the Altman | 


brothers to stop, but instead of doing so they 
increased their speed. Shouting to the men 
that unless they halted he wouid shoot the 
policeman succeeded in overtaking. them. 
As he approached them he leveled his re- 
volver at the brothers and ordered them to 
hold up their hands. 

On searching them the policeman found a 
revolver on Joseph. With their hands ele- 
vated the brothers were marched to a patrol 
box, Before the arrival of the wagon an ex- 
plosion shook the sash and door company's 
three story building, which was followed by 
flames attacking the structure. |. 

I suppose you fellows don’t know anything 
about that explosion and fire, do you?” said 
the policeman to his prisoners at the patrol 
box. Lucky thing I happened to see you 
making your get away.” 

The two men protested their innocence of 
any knowledge regarding the explosion, but 
the bluecoat who caught them running away 
was convinced of their guilt. Although the 
brothers were acquitted of the charge of 
arson, their captor has never changed his 
opinion that they were implicated in the fire 
that destroyed the Standard company’s 
plant. 


Lavin Says They Were in Bad.“ 


J don't know what evidence the Engle- 
wood police had against the Altman brothers 
when they were arrested for the Standard 
flre, said Acting Assistant, Chief Lavin, 
“but from what I have learned they were 
in bad at that time. Here were two men 
found at 1 or 1:30 o’clock in the morning 
within 400 feet of a building which was 
touched off by a bomb. 

“The policeman who saw them running 
away from the sash and door factory before 
the bomb exploded, had a suspicion that 
something was wrong. 

They were mnable to give a satisfactory 
account of their presence in the vicinity when 
arrested, but .before they were tried in the 
Englewood branch of the Municipal court 
they had an opportunity to frame up an alibi. 
They beat the case and theft ended it.“ 

Regarding his arrest, following the sus- 
picious origin of the fire at the Standard 
Sazh and Door company’s plant, Altman had 
the following to say: 

J was returning home after visiting a 
friend when I passed five policemen stand- 
ing on the corner of Fifty-eighth and Cen- 
ter avenue. It was about 10 o'clock in the 
evening. One of the policemen hailed me 
and asked me where I was going. I said I 
was going home. Then I was asked where I 
had been, and I replied I had been spending 
the evening at the home of a friend. 

“One of the poljcemen searched me and 
found a gun in my hip pocket. They said 
that looked suspicious, and I told them I 
had had my life threatened a number of 
times on account of arrests I had made when 
a policeman and that for self-protection I 
was carrying the gun. | 


Says Everything Was Cleared. 

They arrested me and I was charged with 
arson. My trial came before Judge Lantry 
and I was acquitted. They had no evidence 
against me in the least and I was able to 
explain ; satisfactorily to the judge why I 
happened to have a gun with me. Every- 
thing was cleared up at the time and I be- 
lieve I was thoroughly justified in that in- 
stance. 

wish to say that I was not running from 
the direction of the planing mill when I was 
arrested. On the contrary, I was simply 
walking, and as I remember, I walked right 
by the place, coming down Center avenue. 

That was the only time I have ever been 
arrested. I have been connectéd with the 
labor union movement a long time and I can 
say that I have never had any trouble in my 
union connections. I am not a socialist and 
I do not believe in socialism in any way. I 
am not an anarchist.” 


Record in Police Books. 


Altman's record in the police department, 
according to the books in the office of the sec- 
retary of police, is as follows: 

Vincent A. Altman, born in Berlin, Ger- 
many, Sept. 8, 1879, a carpenter by occupa- 
tion. Joined department April 27, 1906; made 
regular patrolman Oct. 6, 1906, assigned to 
Rawson. street station; suspended Dec. 8, 
1906, pending investigation of charges. Dec. 
13, 1906, discharged for violation of rule 36, 
paragraph 21.” 

The trial board charges against Altman 
were made by Frank Martin, 111 Cornelia 
Two other policemen, Patrolmen 
Stanley Birns and Louis Fredricksen, were 
involved in the case. Martin accused the 
policemen of beating and abusing him in a 
cell at the Rawson street police station, 
where they had taken him after arresting 
him on suspicion. 

In hie charges on file in the office of the 
civil service commission Martin declared 
that the alleged assault occurred between 
the hours of 4 and 5 o’clock on the morning 
of Nov. 29, 1906. Martin testified at the hear- 
ing before the civil service commission that 
the policemen chained him in his cell and 
beat him on the face and head with their 
** billies’’ because he had refused to confess 
to them. 

Dynamite Purchase Explained? 

The arrest of Metz, who later was released, 
resulted in some valuable information, it is 
said. Inspector Lavin, after questioning 
Metz, said he was satisfied he had nothing 
to do with any explosions, but it was ru- 
mored Metz may have furnished a tip 
on Altman.

HAS ‘DARK’ SECRET 


Ends “Gum Shoeing” Trip to 
Orient; Silent on Diplo- 
matic” Mission. 


— 


ABSENT FOR SIX MONTHS. 


Manners: Unimpaired, Suave and 


Happy, He Blows Back 
Into Chicago. 


Col. James Hamilton Lewis, in whom Chi- 
cago is pleased to recognize the most perfect 
product of the greater and more beautiful 
Chicago movement, returned to the midst 
of this fair city yesterday from extended 
and important diplomatic operations in the 
far east—operations apparently in behalf of 
this republic, although this ig a conclusion 
which travels at its own risk. 

Col. Lewis brought back unimpaired his 
perfection of manners and of amiability, but 
was compelled with some grief to admit that 
he would not be able to discuss the questions 
of the hour with the frankness heretofore 
one of the charms of his conversation. 

He has been “gum shoeing” for Col. 
Roosevelt in foreign and mostly Asiatic 
parts. Since he went into commission as 
special envoy in the diplomatic secret serv- 
ice of the United States Col. Roosevelt, who, 
as president. sent him to look over the brown 
brothers of this nation in Japan, China, and 
the Philippines, has himself gone out of 
commission and is in foreign parts, thus add- 


ing complications which defy the most as- 
tute. 


String of Presumptions. 

It is presumed—although Mr. Lewis re- 
quests that the presumption stand on it“ 
own merits—that a report of the findings has 
been made to the department of state. Mr. 
Lewis said that this presumption first pre- 
sumes that a report was to be made, second- 
ly presumes that it has been made, and 
thirdly, that the department of state has re- 
ceived it. Aside from this he does not deny 
that as a presumption it might have some 
claim on the credence of persons not other- 
wise reliably informed. 

It is presumed—but this presumption also 
must rest on its own merits—that President 
Taft will take the full degree of interest in 
Col. Lewis’ report, if one has been made, 
that Col. Roosevelt expected his successor 
to take in the information, if it be contained, 
in the report which the colonel has sub- 
mittéd, if he has done so, or will take such 
an interest in the report which Col. Lewis 
is yet to make, if he be about to make one. 

The colonel ran a reproving forefinger 
gently through his mustache and the out- 
skirts of his beard as he made the admissions 
on which the foregoing presumpti6ns have 
been built, and the melliivous murmur of 
his melodious voice had a disguised force 
back of it which indicated plainly enough 
that a muffler was on the colonel's thought 
and that his words came through a fine 
meshed screen. 


Can’t Discuss His Mission. 

1 have read with interest what I have 
observed in the papers regarding my mis- 
sion,”’ the colonel said with careful consid- 
eration of each word, emphasizing the subtle 
force of the utterance by a delicate gesture 
of the eyebrow. It was of a nature which 
I find makes it impossible fcr me to discuss 
it. I have observed with pleasure that an 
intimation is conveyed, possibly rather more 
than an intimation, that this mission was 
performed satisfactorily. 

1 personally am not satisfied with the 
results. I appreciate more than any one 
else could appreciate how utterly inadequate 
my efforts were and how utterly unsatis- 
factory the results have been, 

I pardon myself with the reflection. that 
it could not have been otherwise. A month 
hopping between Tokio and Yokahama, a 
brief visit to China, a trip to the Philippine 
Islands, a hurried voyage back to Hong- 
kong, and Shanghai, a hurried return to Ma- 
nila and back to China. a trip into Corea 
and Manchuria—this while at all times deal- 
ing with officials, both. native and foreign, 
who have no idea of ‘today and with whom 
business inevitably is a matter of ‘tomorrow’ 
—all this made it impossible to secure the re- 
sults which would have been possible to at- 
tain only by continued application. 


Silent on His Report. 

„A report was made to the secretary of 
state?“ was suggested in a semi-interroga- 
tion. 

The colonel smiled and the self-reproving 
forefinger which had maintained an accusing 
attitude towards its possessor—seemingly 
for his unusual lack of frankness—was sent 
furrowing through the whiskers which have 
lost none of their auroralike delicacy in six 
months’ travel in foreign. climes. 

That presumes,’’ the colonel replied, 
‘that a report was made or that one was 
required. Such a presumption must not be 
based on anything I have said, The subject 
is one which I cannot discuss.“ 

It was suggested that in view of the condi- 
tions it would be impossible for the public 
to be given any intimation of the nature of 
the services which had been rendered the re- 
public. Mr. Lewis said that, unfortunately, 
such a conclusion was inevitable. 


His Visit to Washington. 

„% was in Washington shortly after the 
election,“ he said, ‘‘and met Mr. Roosevelt 
and others. There was some talk of my 
campaign for the nomination for governor in 
this state and I was the target for some good 
natured jesting, during which I was told that 
having been defeated I would, not have the 
opportunity of appointing unfit men to office. 
Mr. Roosevelt then turned the discussion into 
other channels and—a matter came up—Mr. 
Roosevelt—it was arranged——’”’ 

Whatever Mr. Roosevelt may have said 
there remains no doubt as to the effect it had 
on the colonel. With four cylinders working, 
he hastened to New Orleans and observed the 
action of the water which some day may find 
itself washed through the Panama canal and 
into the Pacific.” From there he hastened to 
San Francisco and sailed for Japan, hovering 
about in that country and elsewhere until 
he took a trans-Siberian train for Russia and 
worked his way back home via Paris, New 
York, and Washington, 


His Call Ignored in Japan. 

“TI may mention. without comment and 
without drawing ccnclusions,”’ he said,-‘t that 
in Japan my affairs made it important that 
I should confer with Baron Komura. It 
may be remembered that duri Mayor 
Dunne's administration a party of Japanese, 
headed by Baron Komura, came to Chicago 
but neglected to pay an official visit to the 
mayor’s office. Mr. Dunne was absent from 
the city but returned before the Japanese 
deputation departed. Acting on my advice 
he declined an invitation to luncheon with the 
baron and his associates, I holding that they 
had not observed the demands of official 
politeness. 

“In Japan Baron Komura ignored my cal! 
and my request that he appoint an hour when 
he would visit me or when I might visit him. 
I cffer this without further comment than 
that it appeared to show an acuteness of 
memory which was striking. io say the 
least.“ 

With regard to the future the colonel said 
that he regarded himself as an impossi- 
bility so far as the mayoralty was concerned. 


Washington All at Sea. 


Washington, D. C., July 9.—[Special.]— 
When inquiry was made of the state depart- 
ment by THE TRIBUNE correspondent regard- 
ing the character of the mission on which 
Col, Lewis went to the orient, the officials re- 
iterated their statement that he had not been 
commissioned on any government errand, 
that no report had been made by Mr. Lewis, 
and thet none was expected.

HOLD UP SALARIES 
FOR PRIMARY TOIL 


Officials Act After Securing 
Opinion from Municipal 
Law Department. 


NEARLY $90,000 AFFECTED 


Relief from Predicament May Be 
Sought at Next Meeting 
of City Council. 


Nearly $00,000 in fees for judges and clerks 
and in rentals for polling places in the two 
primary elections of last spring has not been 
paid out because of the ruling of the Supreme 
court that the law under which they were 
Feld was unconstitutional. 

At the same time the court discarded the 
law, it granted an injunction to Russell Pea- 
cock, a taxpayer of the Nineteenth ward, 
who brought suit through his attorney, D. 
K. Tone, restraining the county (treasurer 
from paying out any of the costs of the judi- 
elal primary, and yesterday Deputy City 
Controller Gosselin was given an opinion by 
the city’s law department that caused him (o 
issue an order against paying any more of 
the expenses of the municipal primary earlier 
in the year. 

Relief from the situation is being sought 
by all of the officials connected with the city 
and county election machinery. They hope 
the county can make amicable arrangements 
for the settlement of all the claims against 
it and expect the city council will authorize 
the payment of costs in connection with the 
aldermanic and city office primaries.

A number of the judges and clerks in the 
February primary have been paid off by the 
city, but all of the fees for this class of 
work during the judicial selections are borne 
by the county, and practically none of them 
have been paid. 

In spite of these payments, and the nego- 
tiation of some of the pay vouchers by so- 
called brokers,’’ it is estimated nearly 9,000 
men are being held up on claims that should 
have been paid weeks ago. The 1,329 pre- 
cincts in the city require 6,645 officials, which, 
with the total of landlords, gives 7,974 obli- 
gations charged up. while the county total 
is nearly 9,000, and the same officials did 
not act in both elections in every instance. 


Holds “No Right to Pay.” 

The opinion of the city law department, 
prepared by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Haft and approved by Corporation Counsel 
Bundage, was that an unconstitutional and 
void act of the legislature is, in legal contem- 
plation, the same as if never passed.“ 

It then proceeds: 

“ The payments which were being made to 
judges, clerks, and owners of polling places 
were made on the theory there was a primary 
law authorizing such payments, but the Su- 
preme court has held that there was no such 
law because the attempted legislation was in 
derogation of the constitution, and, therefore, 
void; consequently the city is in the same 
position with regard to payments under this 
so-called primary law as it would have been 
had no attempt been mede by the legislature 
to enact such a law. 

In other words, there is no authority in law 
for the payments, and therefore any pay- 
ment made would be made without right or 
authority, and both the person paying the 
money and the person receiving it might be 
required to reimburse the city’s treasury for 
the amount so paid.”

“This woman,” said Mr. Short, “ will tes- 
tify that Ella told her all about what occurred 
on Jan. 4in Miss Barrette’s room in the hotel. 

“Ella told this woman that Miss Barrette 
and Mrs. Kenyon merely opened her waist 
and searched her—just as Miss Barrette ad- 
mitted on the stand. My witness asked Elia 
whether the women did anything else. 

„No, you bet they didn't,’ Ella replied. 
They wouldn't dare.’ 

“This woman is no friend of Miss Barrette. 
She is absolutely disinterested. I have hada 
lot of trouble holding her as a witness.” 

Mr. Short said he would play other trump 
cards and that there would be revelations 
which would make it interesting for some 
persons.

Mention of Taggart Traced.

When the money was not forthcoming the 
second letter was written in red ink and 
plentifully decorated with small drawings. 
It read: 


“We will give you one more chance, 
: + +“ Buack Hanp. 

“If you (fail you and yours to h—. No 
police.” 

Beneath this were drawn a skull and 
crossbones, then the words: 

Leave $1,000 at Wood street and Chicago 
avenue on Friday night «# instructed.”

The second letter was turned over to the 
police at West Chicago avenue and results 
followed. It appears Zabel worked for 
Graessle & Koehler for a year, but they dis- 
charged him.

FOR CAMP DENEEN 


By Noon Today 3,000 Members 
of Militia Will Be Gath- 
ered Near Elgin.

By noon today the 8,000 men of the First 
brigade of Illinois National guard win be 
under canvas at Camp Deneen near Elgin. 
The start from Chicago was made yesterday 
with colors flying and the soldiers in high 
spirits. 

Col. Foreman’s First cavairy was the first 
command to move out of the city for the 
front. The First infantry under Col. San- 
born, the Second with Col. Garrity in com- 
mand, and the Seventh under Col. Moriarity 
will be on the march this morning to the 
depot, where they will take the train for the 
Elgin encampment. 

Col. Foreman’s mounted soldiers made a 
spectacular departure. The regiment hiked 
out through the west side suburbs after a 
march through the loop district and at 4 
o'clock had covered twenty miles and was in 
camp for the night one mile west of Addison. 
The noontide halt was made in Maywood, 
where the 800 cavalrymen rested for an hour 
and had the soldier's mess. 


Cavalrymen March Through City. 

The first day’s start was accomplished 
without incident and, according to the regu- 
lar army officers who accompanied Col. Fore- 
man's staff, in a thoroughly soldierly man- 
ner. The regiment was formed at Jackson 
boulevard and Michigan avenue at 8a. m. and 
headed north through State street to Wash- 
ington and thence over to La Salle, down to 
Jackson boulevard, west to Ashland boule- 
vard, then north to Washington. 

From that point the route lay through thé 
west side past Maywood and to the camp 
ground for the night. The regimental band 
led the khaki clad warriors through the 
downtown streets and turned out of the col- 
umn with the mounted police when the river 
was reached. The band goes by train to 
camp this morning. 

The streets were lined with spectators and 
all the way out to the city limits there were

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STABBING AT CLOB DINNER 


South Shore Members and Guests 
Startled by Musicians, 


CRIES OF ‘HELP’ CAUSE RUSH 


Feud Between Two Players in Orchestra 
Comes to Climax. 


Members of the South Shore Country club 
and their guests were startied last evening 
by cries of Help, help!” coming from «a 
man on the veranda just outside the main 
entrance. There was a rush for the doorway, 
where the first arrivals found two men strug- 
gung, one of them with blood streaming 
from injuries upon his head. 

The two men were recognised ag members 
of the clubhouse orchestra and they were 
quickly seized by employés of the organiza- 
tion. William Schwalze, the man who was 
injured, accused Sol Simon of stabbing him 
and both men were held while a telephone 
message was sent to the Woodlawn police 
station. 

At the time the trouble occurred the mem- 
bers of the orchestra were hurrying into 
the clubhouse to begin the dinner musical 
program. The dining room was filling with 
parties, scores of men and women were 
promenading the veranda, and several auto- 
mobiles were in line waiting to discharge 
their passengers at the main entrance. 


Many Persons Close By. 

Schwalze, who lives at 40 Pensacola avenue, 
had arrived upon an elevated train and had 
walked along the pavement leading from the 
gateway to the entrance to the clubhouse. 
Despite the number of persons close at hand 
none appears to have witnessed the actual 
attack. 

The first notice of every one appeared to be 
attracted by the cries of Schwalze. Rumor 
exaggerated the occurrence and for a brief 
time the reports of a murder spread through- 
out the clubhouse, bringing a crowd of mem- 
bers, guests, and employés, to the scene. 

As quickly as the facts became known, 
however, the excitement subsided and the or- 
chestra, minus the two players, struck up a 
waltz, summoning the diners back to table. 


Assailant Locked Up. 

It was found that Schwalse had received 
two flesh wounds, which he asserts were 
made with a knife, although this is denied by 
Simon, who says he had nothing in his hand 
when he struck. A patrol wagon was sent 
from the police station and Simon was 
placed under arrest, while Schwalze and one 
of the waiters of the club were taken to the 
station house as witnesses. 

There Simon gave his address as 6127 Aber- 
deen street and was locked up. 

Before taking the trip to the police station 
Schwalze’s injuries had been attended to by 
employés at the club, and he appeared with 
his head bound in yards of white cloth. In 
making the complaint he said that there had 
been bad feeling existing between Simon and 
himself and he asserted that Simon came up 
quietly behind him and stabbed him twice 
without giving warning. 


Feud Between Musicians, 

Neither of the men would discuss the cause 
of their enmity. One of the other members 
of the orchestra said the men are both Poles 
and of a fiery disposition and that they 
were professionally jealous of each other. 
It was rumored, however, that another cause 
exists for their enmity. A hearing will be 
given Simon today. 

Officers of the club professed almost entire 
ignorance of the affair. They had heard 
of some little disturbance outside the club 
somewhere. The clerk at the desk just in- 
side the entrance said he believed some 
musician had received a Nttle cut upon the 
forehead and one upon the back of his head, 
but the club knew nothing officially of the 
trouble.

in a vain effort to learn whether or not they 2 


were legally married, or whether, according 
to a recent decision of Municipal Judge Beit- 
ler, they had been united by justices of the 
peace who had no authority. 

Many of the women carried babies while 
others ied small children. All of them had 
read of Judge Beitler's ruling that marriage 
ceremonies performed by justices of the 
peace in Chicago since the inauguration of 
the Municipal court were contrary to the 
law, and therefore null and void. 

“This is awful,“ said one well dressed 
woman, tearfully. ‘Il was married by Jus- 
tice Arns in 1907, just after the Municipal 
court came into existence. I have two chil- 
dren.

“I don't think it’s as bad as that,“ sald 
Clerk Salmonson, consolingly. ‘“‘ Personally 
I believe Judge Beitler is mistaken, and 1 
am sure he will be overruled by the Supreme 


court. 
Explained by Judge Foster. 

Judge Foster, who is acting chief justice of 
the Municipal court while Judge Olson is on 
his vacation. declared the law was plain and 
that undoubtedly every marriage performed 
by justices of the peace since the Municipal 
court law went into effect was illegal. 

It is certainly a peculiar state of affairs,” 
he said. “ The general assembly might pass 
a special bill legalizing all of these marriages.

5 Minority of Republicans in 
House Opposes Sending 
Bill to Conference. 


FINAL STAND IS 178 TO 151. 


Senate Amendments Are Rejected 
in Total After a Lively 
Discussion. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 
Washington, D. C., July 9.—After one hour 
and a half of debate the house today, by a 

vote of 178 to 151, made a rule whereby all of 
the 847 amendments of the senate were dis- 
agreed to and the conference requested by the 
senate granted. Eighteen Republicans voted 
against the rule and one Democrat for it. 

The eighteen Republicans voting “no” 
were:

When the house met, interest was at fever 
heat. The leaders on both sides had noti- 
fied their respective forces to be on hand, in 
expectation that the tariff bil\ would come 
over from the senate. \ 


Debate Is Spirited. 

The debate at times waxed warm and dis- 
closed that there were some Republicans, in 
addition to the so-called insurgents, who 
were yet to be pacified before they would 
give their votes on the final passage of the 
bili. The Democrats held up the majority 
party to scorn for having, as they charged, 
violated its ante-election pledges. 

A feature of the discussion was an appeal 
by Chairman Payne to hig colleagues to send 
the conferees to the senate unhampered by 
instructions. He promised to exact rigidly 
an explanation of every amendment made 
by the senate im order that the heuse con- 
ferees might report back a bill which would 
meet the approval of the msjurity and of the 
country at large. His appeal was granted. 

Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania, of the com- 
mittee on rules, was at once recognized to 
offer the rule providing for nonconcurrence 
in all the 847 amendments and agreeing to 
the conference requested by the senate. He 
supplemented the rule with a motion for one 

hour and a half for debate. 

This suggestion was not entirely acceptable 
to Mr. Townsend of Michigan, who wanted 

the time extended to three hours, but he did 
not press his point, and Mr. Dalzell's motion 
was adopted. 


Demand for Quick Action. 

After explaining the parliamentary situa- 
tion affecting the bill, Mr. Dalzell declared 
his belief that he voiced the sentiment of 
every member of the house on both sides and 
of the entire citizenship of the country when 
he said that what was needed now was a 
speedy dispositian of the measure. 

While sharing in the view that the members 
and the country were anxious to dispose of 
the bill Mr. Underwood of Alabama con- 
tended he did not believe it was their desire 
to do this without careful and fair considera- 
tion of the various items in it. 

The bill as it came from the senate was 
condemned by Mr. Townsend of Michigan. 
As it left the house, he said, it complied for 
the most part with the Republican pledges, 
but now, he declared, “ you would hardly 
recognize it if you met it in the road.“ He 
did not believe it was ever intended that the 
senate should introduce brand new proposi- 
tions which the house never had discussed. 

It seems to me,” he exclaimed with 
earnestness, “‘we have reached the point 
when our respect for this house demands that 
our friends, at least, shall know how we 
feel about this.“ 


Townsend Talks of “Insult.” 

Mr. Townsend created a stir when he de- 
clared that in the course of the debates in 
the senate the hoyse and the ways and means 
committee had been insulted. He insisted 
the bill ought to be controlied by the house, 
Subject to such recommendations as the sen- 
ate rightfully could make, and not by a con- 
ference committee. 

The bill, in-the opinion of Mr. Fitzgerald, 
who opposed the rule, was about as bad a 
Piece of legislation as it would be possible to 
make in any legislative body.

Only five votes, including that upon the 
passage of the bill, were taken by the house. 
The Republican members appointed to serve 
with Representative Payne as conferees— 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania, McCall of Massa- 
chusetts, Boutell of Illinois, Calderhead of 
Kansas, and Fordney of Michigan—<consist- 
ently supported the Payne bill. 

Two of the Democratic conferees, Clark of 
Missouri and Underwood of Alabama. cast 
all five votes in the negative. The third 
Democratic conferee—Griggs of Georgia— 
voted for duties on lumber and favored pro- 
tection of other material, but to keep his 
record straight he voted against the bill. 


Votes Are Inconclusive. 

The record of the conferees as shown by 
their votes is not conclusive for the reason 
that it was incumbent upon them as mem- 
bers of the finance committee and the ways 
and means committee to support the meas- 
ures reported by their respective chairmen. 

The votes of the Democratic senators, 
however, are worth studying. Mr. Bailey, 
for example, supported the duty on lumber, 
iron ore, and zinc. Mr. Money wanted a 
tariff on lumber. Mr. Danlel was against 
free coal and free iron ore. 

The Democrats will look to their Repub- 
lican friends to hold for them the protec- 
tion they secured during the consideration of 
the bill in the senate. They will, of course 
have nothing whatever to do with framing 
the bill in conference. Indeed, at the first 
meeting of the conferees this afternoon, 
after Senator Aldrich had conferred with the 
president, they were politely told their pres- 
ence was not desired and that when the 
Republicans had finished their work they 
would be given an opportunity to submit a 
minority report. 


Bailey Voices Indignation. 

The conferees were in session about an 
hour when the Democratic members were 
dismissed. Senator Bailey and Representa- 
tive Clark, walking out together, laughingly 
told waiting newspaper men that they could 
not expect much help from the Democrats 
in covering the news of the conference. 

We have been dismissed,”’ said Mr. Bai- 
ley, *‘ and we will not be called in again until 
the majority completes its job of fooling the 
people.“ 

The Republicans will hold daily sessions 
beginning with tomorrow, and expect to com- 
plete their work with occasional reports to 
the senate and the house within two weeks. 

Subcommittees will be appointed to con- 
sider each schedule. In this connection it is 
interesting to know that Mr. Fordney was 
placed upon the committee to get the highest 
possible rates for lumber and other products, 
and he will be reinforced by Senator Bur- 
rows, who desires in addition a duty on iron 
ore. 

Mr. Penrose and Mr. Dakzell will endeavor 
to get a duty on petroleum and the highest 
rates for hosiery, coal, and steel. 

Mr. McCall wants free hides, and Mr. Cal- 
derhead wiil endeavor to have the senate 
duty of 15 per cent adopted. Senator Hale 
will seek to have adopted the senate duties 
on wood pulp and paper, but probably will 


accept the house provision respecting wood 


pulp because of a countervailing duty pro- 
vision attached. 


Cullom Is Called Away. 

Senator Cullom was compelled this after- 
noon to accompany Mrs. Cullom, who is 1, 
to Atlantic City, and will be back in Wash- 
ington by Monday if her condition permits. 
Before his departure he made it clear that he 


supported the numerous high rates advocat- 


ed by the finance committee because he was 
bound by an agreement to abide by the de- 
cision of the majority reached when the 
committee first began its work. He is now 
free. He proposes, therefore, to insist upon 
reductions where they are justifiable. 

Mr. Cullom seems to be the only mem- 
ber of the committee who has any leaning 
whatever toward proper revision. It is not 
believed there will be any serious struggle 
over the administrative features of the bill. 
In this connection it is known that the presi- 
dent is well satisfied with the amendments 
adopted by the senate. He wauld like the 
house to accept without change the corpora- 
tion tax amendment which he and his ad- 
visers prepared, which Senator Root intro- 
duced, and which was adopted by the com- 
mittee of the whoie without change. 


Criticism Over Conferees. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Washington, D. C., July 9.—The manner in 
which the house tariff conferees were select- 
ed by Speaker Cannon is occasioning much 
criticism in the house. According to current 
report, Mr. Payne sought to have the Repub- 
licans named in order of their seniority, as 
was done in the senate. 

The speaker chose the conferees himself, 
ignoring Representatives Hill of Connecticut 
and Needham of California. 

Representatives Calderhead of Kansas and 
Fordney of Michigan, who were named in 
spite of the fact that they are outranked by 
Hill and Needham, are declared to be stand- 
patters of the most pronounced type. 

Friends of Chairman Payne are authority 
for the statement that he did not consent to 
Speaker Cannon’s selections until after he 
had entered a vigorous protest. It is current- 
ly reported that the two were engaged ina 
heated argument over the question before 
the house assembled today. 


SENATE FIXES INSULAR TARIFF. 


Philippine Act and Bill Continuing 
Porto Rican Budget Passed 
After Some Debate. 


Washington. D. C., July 9.—The Philippine 


tariff bill and the bill automatically con- | 


tinuing the Porto Rican budget were passed 
by the senate. Only a nominal resistance 
was offered by the minority to these meas- 
ures. An amendment by Senator Johnzon 
of Alabama declaring the intention of the 
United States eventually to grant.independ- 
ence to the Philippines was rejected. 

In the debate Mr. Depew commented at 
length upon conditions in Porto Rico. He 
said that there was no doubt that if the 
Porto Rican house of delegates had con- 
fined ite attention to the budget and had 
not attempted to make it a medium to carry 
revolutionary legislation there would have 
been no difficulty in having the appropriation 
bills agreed to between the two houses. 

The Philippine tariff bill provides for du- 
ties upon nearly 400 articles imported into 
those islands. It is estimated that the ad 
valorem duty on all articles of the proposed 
law will be about 28 per cent. The bill has 
passed the house and now goes to the presi- 
dent. |

Washington, D. C., July 9.—[Special.}]—Chli- 
cago is preparing to register its share of ad- 
vice and protest concerning various items in 
the tariff bill as passed by the senate. The 
conference committee members will hear 
from Chicagoans, both in congress and in 
private life, on subjects which range all the 
way from the corporation tax to gloves and 


hosiery. 


A committee of Chicago business men al- 
ready in Washington and preparing to let 
the conferees know how the business inter- 
ests of Chicago fee! about the corporation tax 
includes William H. Manas, industrial com- 
missioner of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, and Kenneth Barnhart of Marshall 
Field & Co. ; 

It is proposed to let congress know that the 
business interests generally in Chicago are 
bitterly opposed to the corporation tax in 
the tariff bill on the ground of its unfair- 
ness. 


Mann States His Position. 
While the Chicago committee is carrying 
on its operations, which, incidentally, will 
include a campaign for the retention of the 
Dingley duties on gloves ana hosiery, Rep- 
resentative Mann of Chicago will be urging 


the house conferees to stand firm in their 


demand for $2 per ton on paper and $1.66 on 
wood pulp, with countervailing arrange- 
ments with, Canada. 

As has been announced in these dispatches, 
Mr. Mann will enter a battle royal with the 
New England interests, to which the senate 
has listened, and which propose a duty of $4 
a ton on print paper and free wood pulp, 
with penalties on any Canadian export tax 
on that commodity. 

In supporting the rule sending the tariff 
bill to conference, Mr. Mann made a bold 
statement as to the attitude he proposes to 
assume in the house in case the house man- 
agers are overruled and that body is called 
upon to accept the senate bill terms as re- 
gards print paper. This position means de- 
fiance of the whole report of the committee. 

Mr. Mann has let it be known plainly that 
he sees no good in allowing two states of the 
union to dictate the duty on white print pa- 
per and wood pulp, and, having served this 
notice, he says he will not hesitate to attempt 
the defeat of the conference report if it is 
returned to the house containing senate pro- 
visions in regard to those commodities. 


Maine Senator Demands Duty. 

Mr. Mann reasons that of the 35,000,000,000 
feet of spruce pulp wood now standing in the 
United States, 20,000,000,000 feet is to be 
found in Maine and New Hampshire. Nat- 
urally, the lumbermen of those states are 
making a grim fight to keep cut the Canadian 
product and Senator Hale of Maine on the 
conference committee will demand the reten- 
tion of the duties the senate has imposed, 

Investigations extending over a year's time 
have convinced Mr. Mann and the select 
committee appointed to examine into the pa- 
per industry that a $2 duty on white print 
paper is sufficient to insure plenty of pros- 
perity to manufacturers and at the same time 
to give the consumer arate on that commonly 
used product which is more equitable than 
exists at present. 

The senate provision as to the wood pulp 
duty differs from the house bill in that it 
starts with free wood pulp and imposes a 
tax wherever Canada or any of its provinces 
may demand an export duty. ; 

The house provision arrives at the same 
end, but is administered through a direct 
duty at'the start. There are indications that 
Mr. Mann and his committee will accept the 
senate weod pulp schedule, but as regards 
the white paper duty, it is proposed to make 
as effective a protest as private members of 
the house can put in. : 


Confer with Boutell. 

The committee of Chicago business men 
conferred today with Congressman Boutell, 
who is on the conference committee, and 
made preliminary arrangements to lay be- 
fore him their views concerning the corpora- 
tion tax and the tax on stockings and gloves. 

The complete elimination of the corpora- 
tion tax from the bill will be requested. In 
regard to hosiery and gloves the conferees 
will be asked to abandon the Payne bill pro- 
visions and accept the amendments made by 
the senate, which practically return the duty 
on gloves and hosiery to the Dingley rates. 

It was conceded generally at the time the 
senate made these changes that the action 
was taken merely to head off the plaints of 
wholesale dealers, the secret understanding 
being that the senate conferees would readily 
give way in conference and let the house man- 
agers reimpose the high. Payne schedules. 

Mr. Barnhart, who has authority from most 
of the large importing houses in Chicago to 
speak for them in regard tothis matter, hopes 
to be able to impress the conference commit- 
tee with the fact that the Payne stocking and 
glove schedules wil] produce a heavy burden 
for the consumer to bear. 


. Qlinois Members Differ. 

The two Illinois members of the conference 
committee, Senator Cullom and Representa- 
tive Boutell, will have opposite personal 
views in regard to duttes, the latter stoutly 
maintaining that the house bill provisions 
will not be burdensome and the former hav- 
ing advocated a return to the Dingley rates 
by the senate committee. 

It has been discovered that the women of 
the country will have another heavy tax 
imposed upon, their hand apparel if one of the 
senate’s amendments to the glove paragraph 
goes through. 

In imposing a duty on cotton gloves it was 
the general supposition that only men’s gloves 


,used for military purposes were affected. It 


now appears that a joker has crept into the 
bill and that through the omission of the 
word men's it is up to the women to 
stand the increased cost that would regult 
from the addition of a duty of 50 cents a 
dozen on their cheap cotton gloves. The 
Chicago committee hopes to obtain a change 
in this amendment that will exempt the 
women. 


AGREE CLOTHING WILL COST MORE 

Men's. clothing will cost more next fall. 
Every clothing manufacturer in Chicago, 
which is a center for the industry, is cun- 
vinced of that fact, because they are already 
paying more for the woolens, but there is a 
difference of opinion as to the causes for the 
advance and also how far it will go. 

Some of the manufacturers believe the tn- 
crease in the cost of men’s suits will be as 
much as 20 or even 25 per cent, but others 
take a more optimistic view. While admit- 
ting woolens have advanced in price as 
much as 35 per cent in some cases, the op- 
timists claim the increase in the cost of 
clothing will not be so great, probably not 
more than 10 or 15 per cent. 

Emanuel Buxbaum, president of Kuh, Na- 
than & Fischer, one of the oldest and largest 
clothing manufacturers in the city, gald yes- 
terday: 

“The advance in clothing has come. It 
isn’t a case of will come if the tariff pil) ig 
passed; it has come, and it has come as the 
direct result of the Dingley schedule, woo! 
growers are overprotected, and the Dingley 
tariff is altogether too high. A few years 
ago the.wool growers of New Mexico used 
to get 12% cents a pound for the wool and 
made a good profit at that price, but now they 
sell the product for 21 cents, and the dif- 
ference is all profit. 

“The shortage of wool in this country has 
brought about a condition which is going to 
work a hardship on the consumer. I can't 
tell yet what the increase in the cost of cloth- 
ing is going to be, but I do know that the 
American Woolen company has opened up 
its fall woolens at @ 35 per cent increase in

other man who can give the schools more 
time and attention, and more administra- 
tive ability than I can, I am perfectly willing 
to rélinguish the place to him.” 

Mr. Robinson stated at his home :nat he 
did not wish to reply to President Schneider. 

„Only one thing I want to make clear, and 
that is that neither I nor Mr. Dawee sug- 
gested to President Schneider that he should 
resign,’ said he. On all other matters 1 
have no statement to make. 


Decide on Principals’ Salaries. 

After the conference in Presicent Schneid- 
er's office all three men entered the com- 
mittee meetings. Mr. Schneider recom- 
mended a change in the salary schedule for 
school principals to the school management 
committee. In June the school board divided 
the principals into two groups, fixing the 
salary schedule for the first group from §2,700 
to $3,500 and for the second group from 31. 800 
to $2.600 a year. 

Principals of the first group were to receive 
an increase of 5200 for the year 1910 and of 
the second group $100 for the year. Further 
future provisions were not made. The action 
urged by Mr. Schneider fixes the maximum 
salary of the first group $3,000 and provides 
that principals may attain the maximum by 
increases of 3100 a year. The maximum for 
the second group is left at $2,600 to be at- 
tained similarly. 

If your committee adopts the recommen- 
dation,“ President Schneider wrote, it will 
obviate any uncertainty in the minds of the 
principals as to future increases under the 
old schedule and will fix a maximum salary 
for the first and second groups, which I be- 
lieve the board of education will be able to 
pay. I earnestly recommend that your com- 
mittee give this matter careful attention and 
take some action before the principals are re- 
elected in order that they may know exactly 
what salaries they are to receive when they 
begin work next September.” 

The recommendation was passed and the 
new schedule will supersede the June sched- 
ule. 


Boy Causes Investigation. 

The petition of Frank Gereshnow, 149 
North Park avenue, Austin, a pupil in the 
Lane teehnical high school, who was not al- 
lowed to graduate last month, will lead to an 
investigation of the rules of the board, A 
board rule declares that pupils in the techni- 
cal schools must receive four credita every 
year. Gereshnow received over sixteen cred- 
ite during his four years’ course, but only 
took 3.6 credits the last year, although Prin- 
cipal Bogan informed him that the rule might 
be enforced at the beginning of his senior 
year. ~ 
The boy’s petition stated he took lighter 
work than he otherwise would on the basis 
of this statement. The committee voted to 
suspend the rule, to grant the boy his di- 
ploma,. and to have the superintendents in- 
quire into the workings of the general rule. 

The failure of another boy, Addison Chap- 
peck, 944 East Garfield boulevard, to gradu- 
ate will lead to an investigation of the system 
of marking followed in the Burke school. The 
boy's parents appeared before the committee 
and charged that his markings for the last 
part of the year had not been kept, that his 
report card for the first half year showed 
good work, but that he had been refused a 
diploma. \ 

rrincipal Arthur O. Rape stated that one of 
the boy’s teachers had given him oral re- 
ports of his work but not written ones, in 
epite of his frequent requests. The superin- 
tendent's office was delegated to investigate 

Oliver S. Westcott will continue to be prin- 
cipal of the Robert Waller high school. Mr. 
Westcott resigned several weeks ago after 
thirty-five years’ service in the Chicago 
schools. Yesterday President Schneider pre- 
sented a letter from Mr. Westcott withdraw- 
ing his resignation, 


TAFT OUTLINES ITINERARY 
FOR WESTERN TRIP IN FALL. 


Abandons All Idea of Visiting Alaska, 
but Expects to Have Meeting with 
President Diaz. 


Washington, D. C., July 9.—President Taft 
today gave out an outline of the tentative 
plans for his trip this fall. 

The president has abandoned all idea of 
visiting Alaska this year, largely owing to 
the fact that Mrs. Taft will not be able to 
go with him. However, she is better. She 
went sailing yesterday. 

As soon as the tariff bill has received his 
action Mr. Taft will leave for Beverly, Mass. 
He will remain there until Sept. 15—his fifty- 
second birthday—when he hopes, if Mrs. 
Taft continues to Improve, to begin his west- 
ern journey. He will go to Seattle, stopping 
for brief visits on the way at Denver, Salt 
Lake, and Spokane. 

From Seattle he will go to Portland; thence 
to San Francisco, Los Angeles, and San 
Diego, and then to Arizona and New Mexico. 

Coming out of New Mexico, the president 
will stop at El Paso, where he expects to 
meet President Diaz of Mexico. 

After El Paso the president will visit San 
Antonio, Austin, and Dallas, Tex. Then he 
expects to spend several days on the ranch 
owned by his brother at Corpus Christi. 

Continuing east he will.stop at Houston 
and go to New Orleens to attend the meeting 
of the deep waterways congress. Then he 
will visit Jackson, Miss., Montgomery and 
Birmingham, Ala., Macon, Augusta, and Sa- 
vannah, Ga., Wilmington, N. C., and Rich- 
mond, Va.

CAUSES ANXIETY} 


Marine Officer Would Freshen 
Memory with Copy of 
Former Evidence. 


OATH FOR ALL ON STAND.

Navy Heads Will Salve Murder 
Accusation in Real Court 


of Inquiry, 


Washington, D. C., July 9.—[Special.]—Evi- 
dences of anxiety among the marine officers 
on whose testimony a board of inquiry found 
in 1907 that Lieut. James N. Sutton commit- 
ted suicide, and that no one but himself was 
in any way responsible for his death, came 
today when the navy department announced 
that all testimony at the reopened inquiry 
would be taken under oath, and that if it 
should be found that Lieut. Sutton was killed 
in a duel every effort would be made to bring 
the guilty participants to justice. 

The first indication of the apparent alarm 
this announcement caused those concerned 
in the events of the night when Lieut. Sutton 
was killed came when an officer who testified 
at the previous inquest called at the navy de- 
partment and asked permission to see-the 
evidence he had given “ for the purpose of 
refreshing his memory should he be called 
again to the witness stand.“ 


First Testimony Conflicting. 
This request was refused and Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy Beekman Winthrop then 
announced that the testimony at the first 
inquest had not been given under ogth and 
that a careful review of the evidence had 
disclosed certain missing and conflicting fea- 


tures which made it a far from perfect record 


of the case. 

Taken in connection with the fact that 
Lieut. R. E. Adams and Lieut. E. A.Osterman 
of the marine corps have been brought back 
from China to face the second inquiry on the 
allegations of Sutton’s mother that her son 
was killed by one of them in a duel, Assistant 
Secretary Winthrop’s assertion that the navy 
department intends going to the bottom of 
the affair is held by relatives and friends of 
the dead officer to bear promise ot disclosures 
that possibly will bear fruit in a trial in a 
criminal court of one or more officers of the 
marine corps on charges of murder. 


Seeks Vindication for Gon. 

The second court of inquiry has been se- 
lected and will convene at Annapolis July 19. 
Mrs. James N. Sutton has persisted for more 
than a year in her effort to bring the navy de- 
partment round to her view that the former 
inquiry into her son's death was conducted 
solely as a whitewash for his slayers. 

She has had a house in Washington for the 
last twelve months and feels now that the 
findings of the second board, which will swear 
its witnesses to tell the truth, will vindicate 
her son's memory of the stigma ofsuicide. 

According to Mrs. Sutton, the testimony of 


a new witness, just discovered, will be of the 


greatest importance. This witness is James 
Owens, the chauffeur who drove Sutton, 
Adams, Osterman, and an unidentified officer 
rrom Carvel hall, where the four had been 
drinking and dancing, to the naval academy. 


Chauffeur Tells of Fight. 


Owens’ story is that Sutton was forced into 
a fight against his Wishes, after a dispute 
with Adams. 

I drove the four lleutenants from Carvel 
hall to the academy grounds on the night of 
Oct. 12, 1907, Owens said. ‘* When we got 
to a vacant lot Lieut. Adams jumped to the 
ground and said: Sutton, you've got to 
fight.’ Lieut. Sutton and the other two 
officers got out, and Sutton said: ‘I have 
nothing to fight about.’ He took out some 
money and paid me the fares. Just then 
Lieut. Adams threw off his blouse and cap 
and made a rush to strike Lieut. Sutton, who 
stepped to one side. Then I heard Lieut. Sut- 
ton say: O, I'll fight, if it is fight you must 
have.“ 

Lieut. Adams, who has been served with a 
warning that a charge of murder will be 
lodged against him if the findings of the sec- 
ond inquest board warrant it, is indignant 
that the case has been reopened. 


Adams Sees Religious Plot. 


‘Sutton was a Catholic, and I understand 
a suicide cannot be buried in consecrated 
ground,“ he said. ‘* I attribute his mother’s 
anxiety to prove he was murdered to her 
anxiety to have her son’s body rest in a 
Catholic cemetery. I don’t know much about 
religion, but I don't recognize as a Christian 
a person who seeks to gain a hallowed grave 
for a man long dead by trying to trump up 
a charge of murder against two innocent 
men. 

As a matter of fact. the fight we had 
resulted from Sutton’s attempt to force me 


to agree to a plan of his for getting back to 


the academy after a night of drinking, after 
a dance. Sutton had a whisky bottle and 
when I refused to go in by the officers’ quar- 
ters and admit having been out after hours 
he made at me with it. 

We were separated and then Osterman 
and Sutton fought with their bare fists and 
Sutton was whipped until he was exhausted. 
He said then he would arm himself and kin 
us both.“

Justice Gaynor’s decision is regarded by 
Thaw and his attogneys as a victory, for it 
is taken to mean the elimination from fur- 
ther participation in the case of District At- 
torney Jerome, Who originally prosecuted 
Thaw so vigorously. Mr. Jerome recently 
withdrew from the hearing at White Plains 
because he held that it was not to be expect-

Son of Portuguese Pretender En- 
gaged to Miss Anita Stewart. 


HE IS “PERPETUAL FIANCE.” 


Bride-to-Be the Step-Daughter of the 
Late ‘‘Silent’’ Smith. 


LONDON, July 9.—The Austrian embassy 
here today announced the engagement of 
Prince Miguel of Braganza, eldest son of 
Duke Michael, the pretender to the Portu- 
guese throne, to Miss Anita Stewart, daugh- 
ter of Mrs. James Henry Smith of New 
York. 

Prince Miguel was born Sept. 22,1878. He 
is the son of Duke Michael by his first wife, 
Princess Elizabeth of Thurn-Und-Taxis, 
whom he married in 1877. Prince Miguel has 
been involved in several serious incidents, the 
chief of which cost him his place in the Saxon 
army. He was deprived of his commission 
as an officer of c&vairy for having, in a 
drunken after dinner freak, purposely run 
his phaeton into the carriage oceupied by 
tue youngest son of the king of Saxony, the 
Saxon prince, a delicate lad, being in conse- 
quence thereof thrown out of his carriage 
into the roadside ditch in such a fashion 
as to break his neck.

Dom Miguel, father of the prince, was the 
only European monarch of modérn times who 
was subjected to the indignity of having his 

ears boxed while king. ! 
When, a short time before his deposition, 
he issued a decree suspending the constitu- 
tion so as to enable him to imprison, shoot, 
and hang without regular trial all those hos- 


tile to his rule, Gen. Villareal called upon 


the monarch, protested against the move, 
and then asked to be relieved of his com- 
mand, exclaiming: “ From now on Portu- 
gal will not need honerable soldiers—but 
merely hangmen.”

The prince's attentions to Miss Stewart 
have been marked since she was presented 
to King Edward by Ambassador Reid in 
June, 1908. The prince has been a frequent 
guest at the handsome house of the duke of 
Somerset in Grosvenor square, which Mrs. 
Smith recently leased. It is probable that the 
marriage will.take place in London, but this 
has not yet been settled, Mrs. Smith and her 
daughter having left London today for Aus- 
tria, where the detalls of the nuptials will be 
arranged in consultation with the Braganza 
family.

Miss Anita Stewart is the daughter of Mrs.

Now Bride of Berlin Man. 


LIFE, IS ONE OF ROMANCE, 


Woman Married Musician After Di- 
vorce from Chicago Packer.

BERLIN, July 9.—The marriage is an- 
nounced of Mrs. Lutie Murray Hartmann to 
Hans C. Kindermann. The bride ts the for- 
mer wife of Charles H. Swift, the Chicago 
packer, from whom she was divorced in 1903. 
Later she married Arthur Hartmann, a Jew- 
ish nrusician. 

The marriage marks another epoch in the 
romantic life of Lutie Murray, a young girl 
whose adventures and social triumphs have 
interested Chicago society on at least three 
occasions. | 


Mother Kept Boarding 

Lutie Murray was the daughter dt a board- 
ing house keeper whose home was in Michi- 
gan avenue, near Thirtieth street, Chicago. 

In 1894 society was stirred by the announce- 
ment of her engagement to Bert Swift, a son 
of the millionaire packer, and almost before 
it recovered from that shock it was thrown 
into another flurry by the announcement that 
the engagement was broken, and then a third 
time astounded to learn that she was en- 
gaged to Charles H. Swift. 

The marriage of Charles H. Swift took 
place in 1894 and for eight years she was one 
of the society leaders at Lake Forest, in Chi- 
cago, and at Lake Geneva. 

Divorce Startles Society. 

On April 8, 1903; Chicago society again was 
startled by the filing of a divorce petition in 
the name of Lutie Murray Swift, who 
charged her husband with cruelty. Mrs. 
Swift was then in Europe, and met Arthur. 
Hartmann, the Boeton violinist, in Berlin. 

In her petition for divorce Mrs, Swift as- 
serted that her husband had been guilty of 
extreme and repeated cruelty, these acts be- 
ginning in 1901, seven years after their mar- 
riage. Specific mention of certain acts of 
cruelty then were set out thus: 

“That the defendant struck her with his 
fist on Noy. 1, 1901, and on or about the first 
day of March, 1902, and again on or about the 
10th day of November, 1902, he again struck 
the complainant with his fist.“ 


Gets $400 Monthly Alimony. 
The divorce was granted on June 9, 1908, 
and Mrs. Swift was given alimony of $400 a 
month during her lifetime. 

It was only a short time until the former 
Mrs. Swift and Arthur Hartmann, the vio- 
linist, were married in Burope. In 1004 there 
came the reports of trouble. These at first 
were said to be “ incompatibility of tempera- 
ment,” and it was announced that they were 
Uving apart in Berlin. Friends attempted to 
bring about a reconciliation, but failed. 

The final separation came a little later and 
finally the wife was granted a decree of sepa- 
ration by the courts in Berlin. 

It was soon after this that the names of 
Mre. Hartmann and Hans Kindermann be- 
gan to be linked together and the announce- 
ment which was made today had been ex- 
pected for some time.

demned in Paris to five years’ imprisonment 
for fabricating bombs, This bears out an 
assertion made a day or two ago by Bourtzeff, 
the exiled Russian revolutionist, who accused 
the Russian spy, Azeff, in a letter to the 
French minister of justice. 
, Bourtzeff stated that Harting had been 
known under the name of Landerson and that 
he was an anarchist. Since his identity as 
Landerson hag been officially admitted, the 
accuracy of another statement by Bourtzeff 
has been accepted. This assertion was that 
Harting was responsible for the Dogger 
bank affair, when Rojestvensky’s fleet, while 
en route to the far east, fired upon British 
trawlers.

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BOLIVIANS MOB A LEGATION'T WO MEN KILLED 


Argentine Minister at La Paz Is 
Imperiled by Furious Rioters. 


TROOPS ARE ORDERED OUT. 


Fear ‘of Conflict Aroused by Arbiter’s 
Raling in Dispute with Pern. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, July 9.—A furious mob 
attacked the Argentine legation here tonight. 
Troops were called out and fears are enter- 


tained for the safety of the Argentine min- 
ister. 


The trouble is the outcome of the decision 
given by President Alcorta of Argentina in 


the boundary dispute between Peru and Bo- 
livfa. 


Sefior Fonseca is the Argentine minister 
to Bolivia. Great crowds which had been 
parading the streets finally turned in the 
direction of the Argentine legation. which 
they surrounded. There were shouts of rage 
and stones and other missiles were thrown 
at the building. 

The local authorities endeavored to check 
the manifestations. and at length the gov- 
ernment found it necessary to order out the 
troops. The Argentine and Peruvian lega- 
tions were put under a strong guard. 

The Bolivian people unanimously protest 
against the decision given by Alcorta, which 
they consider unjust. The territory involved 
is the famous Acre district, recently pur- 
chased by Brazil from Bolivia for $10,000,000, 
notwithstanding the fact that Peru issued a 
warning that the territory was at that time 
the subject of arbitration. Serious complica- 


tions are expected, which are certain to in- 
volve Brazil. 


Stir at Buenos Aires. 

BUENOS AIRES, Argentine Republic, July 
9.—Dr. Victorine de Laplaza, minister of for- 
eign affairs, today invited the ministers of 
Bolivia and Peru, accredited to the Argentine 
government, to call at the foreign office in 
order to lay before them the arbitra! decision 
rendered by President Alcorta on the boun- 
daries between the two countries, which have 
been the subject of dispute for a long time. 

The Bolivian minister did not apepar at the 
ministry and the decision was delivered to the 
Peruvian minister early this evening. The 
failure of the Bolivian minister to be pres- 
ent caused much comment, but in an inter- 
view later he declared he did not accept the 
invitation in order not to commit his gov- 
ernment on the subject of the acceptation of 
the decision. 

The arbitrator divides Ine contested terri- 
tory almost equally between the two coun- 
tries, but neverthless favors Peru. The new 
frontier follows for the greater part of the 
sixty-ninth Greenwich meridian. 


Satisfaction in Peru. 

LIMA, Peru, July 9.—Telegrams received 
here from Buenos Aires give a résumé of the 
arbitration decision reached by the Argentine 
government. The newspapers of this city 
say that the Peruvian government ought to 
be satisfied with the finding, as it is a glorious 
triumph for the ideas of peace and American 
concord, and that it honors the republics 
which were at variance. — 

Dr. Porras, minister of foreign affairs, said 
tonight that the Peruvian government was 
perfectly satisfied with the decision in the 
boundary limits which, he said. would make 
more friendly the relations between Peru 
and Bolivia. 


SUFFRAGETTES ARRESTED 
FOR ANNOYING THE PREMIER. 
Mrs. Despard and Her Patient Follow-

Auditor Tells Interstate Com- 
merce Board of $243,000 
Holdings in IIlinois. 


ALSO IN OTHER STATES. 


Big Four Road Possesses Stock 
in Chicago and Harrisburg 
Coal Company. 


More testimony regarding the control of 
coal mines through ownership of stocks and 
bonds of coal companies and the holding of 
coal lands by the Santa Fé, Big Four, and 
Burlington roads was heard yesterday at the 
concluding session of the interstate com- 
merce commission's investigation in Chicago 
into relations between transportation com- 
panies and the coal business. The investiga- 
tion will be resumed on Monday in St. Louis, 
when further details bearing on the effects 
of this ownership on the independent coal 
operators will be brought out in testimony 
based on the investigations of Rush C. But- 
ler and Eldon J. Cassoday, special attorneys 
for the commission. 


Santa Fe Officers Not Interested. 

W. E. Bailey, general auditor of the Santa 
Fé, testified that the road owned $243,000 of 
the bonds of the Devlin Coal company in this 
state and coal properties in other states. 
He was certain that none of the officets, 
agents, or employés of the company was in- 
dividually interested in coal properties along 
the lines of the road. 

E. P. Higgins, auditor of disbursements of 
the Big Four, said that the road owned stock 
in the Chicago and Harrisburg Coal com- 
pany in Indiana. Officials of the Lake Erie 
and Western and Chicago, Indiane and 
Southern, other New York Central lines, tes- 
tified that those roads had no interest in 
coal mines. 

For the Burlington, W. L. Barnes, super- 
intendent of transportation, testified that the 
road held 27,000 acres of coal land in Illinois, 
but that the company was not operating 
mines on the property. 


More Dering Company Stockholders. 

Im addition to the list of stockholders of the 
Dering Coal company, controlled by the Rock 
Island, which was presented on Thursday, 
Joseph E. Hitt, assistant to the president, 
produced a list of the bondholders of the 
company. This included B. L. Winchell, 
president of the Rock Island; W. H. Lyford, 
general counsel of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois; John F. Stevens, formerly vice pris- 
ident of the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford; W. E. Corey, president of the United 
States Steel corporation; John A. Spoor, pres- 
ident of the Chicago Junction; T. W. Robin- 
son, vice president of the Lllinois Steel com- 
pany; A. F. Banks, president of the Elgin, 
Joliet and Western railway; and William B. 
McKinley, president of the Illinois Traction 
system. 

Operators Give Testimony. 

Henry J. Pope of the George W. Pope Coal 
company of this city testified that since the 
railroads have gone into the coal business 
they have worked a great hardship on the 
independent coal operators by imposing a 
reconsignment charge of $2 a car when the 
coal was consigned to the firm at Chicago and 
rebilled on arrival to customer. 

Francis 8. Peabody testified that the Pea- 
body Coal company controlled the Chicago 
and IIHnois Midland railroad as well as the 
Illinois Midland Coal company. He denied 
that S. M. Felton, formerly president of the 
Aiton road, was interested in his company. 


Denies Private Rate Deal. 

T. J. O'Gara of the O’Gara Coal company, 
Chicago, was questioned regarding his rates 
over the Big Four road. He said his company 
owned thirteen mines in Saline county. In., 
on the Big Four, and that one-half of the 
Output was sold to the railroads, one-third 
to the New York Central lines. For the last 
two years the rate to Chicago has been 98 
cents. but was formerly $1. O’Gara denied 
any private arrangement for obtaining rates. 

Richard Fitzgerald, vice president of the 
Chicago Junction railway, said he owned a 
coal mine, the Grant Coal Mining company 
of Burnett, Ind., but he declared that not 
a pound of the coal had ever been sold to the 
railroad.

John R. Early Host to Medical 
Men and Friends in New York. 


TO SHOW DIAGNOSIS WRONG. 


Patient, Who Is Soon to Be Freed, Tells 
of His Experience as Prisoner. 


New York, July 9.—John R. Early, the 
young southerner heralded about the coun- 
try as a leper, gave a reception tonight to 
prove tat he is untainted. It was held at the 
New York Skin and Cancer hospital and was 
attended by medical men, a number of 
Warly’s friends, and a sprinkling of the gen- 
eral publſe interested in the case. 

Early, who, came from Washington re- 
cently, where he had been locked up during 
nearly a year, received his guests cordially 
and discussed his recent isolation. 

The reception was arranged by Dr. L. Dun- 
can Bulkley, the specialist who brought 
Early here, to show there is nothing leprous 
about the man. As the crowd gazed at him 
tonight his skin was clear and fresh, while 
there was nothing to indicate a trace of any 
skin affection. 


Early as a Story Teller. 
Early related a humorous incident at the 


expense of the Washington authorities: 
“What did you do when they had you 


‘shut up?” he was asked. 


T raised chickens,’’ he replied, *‘ and both 
the chickens and their eggs were sent in to 
Washington and sold in the open market. 
They wouldnt let my wife come within ten 
feet of me, but they had a watchman who 
brought me my food. He took no special pre- 
cautions about it, either; he handled the 
dishes with his bare hands, and he carried 
away the towels that I used, 

“If Early had been a leper ere: eggs 
might have spread the disease adl over Wash- 
ington,“ added Dr. Bulkley. If it had been 
infectious at all the eggs would have car- 
ried it.“ 

What Barly has, Dr. Bulkley explained, is 
a simple inflammation of the skin, produced 
by the alkali used in the pulp mill where he 
formerly worked in North Carolina. The 
inflammation began on his hands and face 
and then appeared on his ankles and feet. 
When he arrived in Washington his eyes 
were so swollen as to be nearly shut, and 
Dr. Woodward, commissioner of health of 
the District of Columbia, promptly had him 
quarantined and examined by physicians, 
who deeided he was a leper. 


Early Soon to Be Free. 
Early soon will be free to go and mingle 


with the crowd. Dr. Bulkley said that, after 
a careful examination, not the slightest trace 


of the bacillusof leprosy was found. But, as 


a precaution, he probably will be kept at 
the hospital for a week or so more, so that 
the diagnosis may be confirmed by other der- 
matologists. 

The “ leper once was a soldier in the reg- 
ular army. He. told his story tonight 
Dr. Bulkley stood beside his chair while he 
talked, and frequently touched with his 
hands spots on Early’s forehead where the 
most diseased parts of his skin had been 
removed for examination. 

„I was working in a wood pulp mill in 
Canton, N. C., when the first eruptions broke 
out on my skin,“ he said. “In the depart- 
ment where I worked we used large quanti- 
ties of_caustic potash, which is used in re- 
ducing wood to pulp. The men got covered 
with it, and many besides myself had in- 
flammation of the face, hands, and legs. My 
case was not the worst by any means. As 
my home is in Washington, I wanted to get 
the best treatment possible, and I went there 
and saw Dr. Stewart. 


Leprosy First Mentioned. 

„I have forgotten whether Dr. Stewart or 
I first mentioned leprosy, but he reported 
me to the Washington authorities as a 
suspicious case. They took pieces of my 
skin for examination. They said they found 
leprosy germs and placed me in a tent on 
Aug. A. My wife could not come near me. 
I staid in the tent-until December, and then 
they placed me in a little brick house. There 
was a wall around and my wife lived in the 
next house, separated from me by a grating. 
She passed my food in to me. I had a little 
garden and busied myself with it. Then 
Dr. Bulkley took up my case.“ 


WHEATON FAIR THIS YEAR -

Awaits Final Decision. 

The attorney general is reported to have 
expressed the opinion that the tax should be 
spread on the one-third valuation. If this 
proves to be true, there need be no delay, it 
is said, in the issuance of the $16,000,000 ad- 
ditional bonds by the city, as soon as the act 
providing for them has been approved by the 
voters. If the attorney general should hold 
a contrary opinion, the issuance of the bonds, 
it is declared, would be delayed until next 
summer.

Payment of Notes.

DAMAGES OF $150,600 ASKED 


Allan Hallett Says He Was Innocent 
Purchaser in Deal. 


The financial failure of P. J. Kieran and the 
Fidelity Funding company of New York bcre 
its first fruit in Chicago yesterday when suit 

for $150,000 damages against the St. Vincent 
college was filed in the United States Circuit 
court by Allan Hallett. The action is said 
to be the outcome of notes for $100,000 which 
were made out to Kieran before che failure 
of his schemes. 

The suit, when it comes up for trial, prom- 
ises to be replete with sensations and charges 
and counter charges are expected to come 
from both sides of the controversy. 


Lively Trial Expected. 

The trustees of the college corporation, now 
known as the De Paul university, declare 
they will fight the suit and will refuse to 
pay the notes on the plea that they were 
never authorized by the school officials. 

Just who got the 9700 000 for which ‘he 
notes were given is a question which will not 
be settled until the testimony is heard in 
court. Hallett in his bill declares that he 
was the innocent purchaser of the paper from 
Kieran. He demands the fu] payment with 
damages. 


Denies Any Responsibility. 

“We are not responsible at all,“ said John 
Martin, president of the university. ‘‘ These 
notes were Only an accommodation on our 
part. I understand they are trying to read- 
just the affairs of the Fidelity Funding com- 
pany, and if they are successful I do not 
think we will experience any difficulty in 
showing that these notes are its obligations, 
not ours.“ 

The claim made by Hallett against the col- 
lege is in the form of six notes‘aggregating 
$100,000. The interest and damage caused by 
the delay in paying the alleged liabilities is 
placed at $50,000. 

Hallett is represented by W. W. Gurley, 
Howard M. Carter, and Arthur Dyrenforth. 
The college is represented by William O'Neill. 


TWO KILLED BY ELECTRICCAR

WOMEN PREPARE TO QUIT 


Angered Because Sex Is Given 
Only One Office, They 
| Plan Revolt. 


Denver, Colo., July 9.—With a final round 
of department meetings, round table gath- 
erings, directors’ conferences, topped off 
with a monster massmeeting in the Audito- 
sium, the National Education association 
came to a close tonight. 

Dr. Henry B. Favill of Chicago, president 
ef the Chicago Municipal Voters’ league, 
was the principal speaker. His subject, 
“Should the Publit School Be the Bulwark 
of Public Health?“ was one of intense in- 
terest because of the attention given school 
hygiene and manual training during the con- 
vention. 

Physical Health Moral Basis. 

“Physical health is the basis of mental 
and moral integrity. The question of public 
health is the most vital question connected 
with the social and moral progress, he said. 
„This involves, however, an intelligent 
proadening of school activities to the point 
of correlating through the school the social 
activities of its contingent community. 

“The relation of the school to the child 


: during the formulative period of its life (the 


period during which the child is receiving its 
growth, mental and physical), puts beyond 
question the obligation to establish this 
ideal.” 

Frank Chapman Sharp, professor of phil- 
osophy of the University of Wisconsin, gave 
an illustration from a Wisconsin school of an 
experiment in moral education which he said 
was beyond question successful. 


Barnes Tells School of Experiences. 

Clifford Webster Barnes of Chicago, execu- 
tive chairman of the international committee 
on mora! training, also spoke at the closing 
gession on the subject of Moral Training 
Through the Public Schools.“ 

After speaking briefiy of many agencies 
which were at work at the present time in 
behalf of the betterment of child life and 
improvement of its condition, Mr. Barnes 
| gave some interesting statistics relating to 
an investigation which he made in the schools 
‘ef Europe two years ago. 

The chief portion of his address, however, 
to do with the results of an inquiry 

“which he is just bringing to a completion in 
wpeference to the work of moral training car- 
ried on through the agency of American 
schools. 

In the course of this investigation some- 
thing like 1,000 schools were brought within 
the scope of the inquiry and teachers located 
in every part of the United States from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and from the lakes 
to the gulf rendered valuable assistance. 


Says Homes Are at Fault. 

„One of the most astonishing results of the 
inquiry was the severe criticism made by 
‘nearly all the teachers upon the home and 
social life of American families as far as they 
had to do with the moral training of chil- 
dren,” said Mr. Barnes. ‘* Ninety-six per 
cent of the teachers said the homes were at 
\ fault in this particular. In the words of one 
teacher: A large percentage of moral fail- 
ures in school results from bad home ln flu- 
ences found alike in the homes of the rich, 
5 poor, and the well to do.“ And another 


“*The conditions of home life and social 
environment hinder much of the work of the 
{school in the formation of character. The 


; ¢ homes of the lower tier, where drunkenness, 


profanity, licentiousness, and vice of every 
kind is common, where starvation and neg- 
ect are not infrequent; such homes are act- 
ing in opposition to every good work of the 
School.“ 


Wealthy Poor Disciplinarians. 
“But, on the other hand, the homes of the 
well to do and the refined are not all the best 
tor the formation of noble and strong char- 
acters. There is too much of the namby- 
pamby discipline in such homes. The chil- 
_ dren act at their pleasure and place them- 
{gelves on the same level as their parents. 
„They have their clubs, their social affairs, 
ttheir dances; they woo sweet pleasure when 
' they ought to be in dreamland.”’ 
' The reports dealt at some length with the 
effect of physical conditions in reference to 
the formation of character, and showed how 
a large percentage of the schools were in- 
creasing their vigilance in that line. One 
Superintendent said: ‘In several schools I 
. have found that nearly every habitualtruant 
‘had some physical defect.“

COMMISSIONERS OPPOSE. 


Legal Opinion to Be Sought in 
Tilt Over Paying Assist- 
ant's Salary.

A‘ test of the exemption of confidential and 
responsible appointive positions in the city 
service from the rules of the civil service 
commission is to be made by Isaac N. Powell, 
city..treasurer. o> 

After a conference yesterday in which he 
was represented by his personal counsel, 
Marquis Eaton, with the members of the 
civil service commission, and Howard 0. 


Sprogle, attorney for the board, it was an- 


noynced that Mr. Powell would begin man- 
damus proceedings to compel the board to 
approve the payment of the salary of his as- 
sistant, W. A. Moulton. ~ 

Shortly after his election Mr. Powell ap- 

pointed Mr. Moulton, a personal friend, to act 
as his chief deputy with practically all the 
powers intrusted to the office of city treas- 
urer. The commissioners insisted that the 
position was classified undér the civil service 
rules, but Mr. Powell argued that he could 
not be compelled to intrust his authority to 
a man in whose selection he had no hand. 


Defines Commission’s Attitude. 
In a statement issued after the conference 


dy President Lower he said: 


Nr. Powell stated to the commission that 
while he is and always has been a warm ad- 
voeate of the principles of civil service, with 
reférence to the position of assistant city 
treasurer, his personal responsibility and 
his obligation to his bondsmen were such 
that he must, for his and their protection, 
insist upon the right of personal appointment 
and that he had grave doubts as to whether 
his bondsmen would be protected under an 
appointment certified to him by any outside 
source and for which he was not personally 
responsible. 

The commission, after a full discussion of 
the whole situation, stated that it did not 
feel that a position such as that requested 
should be filed by certification. The duties 
of.the position of assistant treasurer were 
not those of the officers who were ordinarily 
classified under civil service, and that it fully 
appreciated the embarrassment with which 
Mr. Powell was confronted. 

The commission stated that it did not feel 
justified in reclassifying Mr. Powell's office 
for. any position in it and that, regardless of 
the equity of the controversy, the matter, 
after all, was merely a question of law. 


‘Courts to Decide Question. 


On that point Mr. Powell asked the com- 
mission if it would consent to stipulate the 
facts and have the question determined in 
court, to which the commission assented. 
Pending a decision Mr. Powell expressed his 
willingness to recognize the jurisdiction of 
the commission to the extent of asking au- 
thority to fill the position temporarily.“

The ten Republican senators who 
voted against the bill are not bolters, 
nor can any “standpatter” read them 
out of the party. They are in the 
minority, but they are also in the 
right. They stood by the president and 
the platform, while their Republican 
colleagues arrayed themselves against 
both. The ten senators have behind them 
the popular sentiment of their ‘own 
states. They have incurred the censure 
of Senator Aldrich, but they have won 
the applause of the consumers in whose 
interest they have been fighting a meas- 
ure which would make the cost of living 
greater, : 3 

The tariff bill now goes to conference. 
There it will receive its final shaping. 
It would be possible for the conferees, 
by cutting out all house and senate in- 
creases except as far as luxuries are 
concerned and by retaining all the de- 
creased duties which one or the other 
house has voted, to report back a meas- 
ure which, while it would not give the 
country what it had expected to receive, 
would be far superior in many particu- 
lars to the Dingley law. If that were 


to be done a bill would be submitted to 


President Taft which he could sign. He 
could not consistently put his name to 
the senate bill, even if it did receive the 
votes of a majority of the Republican 
senators.

GLAD TIDINGS. 

The July crop report is an inspiration. 
It is radiant with the promise of wealth 
to the farmers, of business fof the rail- 
roads, and of cheaper food for the multu- 
tude. It is true that harvest time has 
not come and that until then nothing is 
There may be blight- 
ing droughts and destructive rains or 
early frosts. There is a long list of 
agricultural calamities which may make 
autumn a season of discontent instead of 
rejoicing. All looks well now, and it 
would be wicked to borrow trouble, but 
from now on the attention of merchants,¢ 
of railroad officials, and of business men 
of all sorts will be riveted on the crops. 

In comparison with them the tariff 
will be of little importance. The big 
crops which are hoped for will do more 
to stimulate business and make the 


. wheels of industrial activity move at 


redoubled speed than the combined ef- 
forts of congresses and state legisla- 
tures. 

The prospect of an unrivaled corn crop 
is peculiarly cheering. The United 
States may lag behind some Europeau 
nations in one or another particular, but 
all of them put together could not raise 
$,110,000,000 bushels of corn in a year. 
If the United States shall raise that 
much this year the meat eaters of the 
country should rejoice. There is an in- 
timate connection between the higher 
price of beef and mutton and that of 
corn. It has been costing more to fat- 
ten beeves and sheep for the market, 
&and the consumer has had to foot the 
bills. With an enormous corn crop meat 
should be cheaper. 2 
It there should be any corn which is 
pot needed at home a ready market will 
be found for it abroad. There has been 
exported in one year $52,000,000 worth 
‘of that cereal. But the consumptive 
capacity of the United Qtates is increas- 
ing so rapidly that a steadily decreas- 
ing percentage of its grain is available 
for export. The American manufacturer 
is not always sure of a market for his 
products. The American farmer of this 
generation can always find a market 
where he can dispose of all his products 
at a profit. : 5

The attorney general does not seem 
to have an exalted opinion of the anti- 
trust legislation of the states. Many of 
the laws, he says, are long, involved, and 
abounding in adjectives.” For these or 
other reasons they have usually been in- 
effective. Only a few states have con- 
ducted successful anti-trust campaigns. 
Others which have not been so successful 
may be willing to try the attorney gen- 
eral’s. prescription, 

It is so simple, It rests on the almost 
unlimited power of the states over corpo- 
rations. Those not of their own making 
they can refuse to admit, or let them in 
only upon -their compliance with pre- 
scribed conditions. The Supreme court 
has even gone so far as to decide that a 
state may make it a condition of admis- 
sion that the corporation shall not remove 
to the federal courts suits brought against 
it by citizens of the state. 

Let us see which will be the first state 
to discard an ineffective law ‘stuffed’ with 
adjectives, and provide for the expulsion 
of corporations which are the feeders of 
holding companies. 


FOOLISH MR. ASQUITH. 

However numerous may be the faults 
of American statesmen, they avoid at 
least one into which British statesmen 
are prone to fall. They will receive del- 
egations and deputations and give ear 
to remonstrances. The Briton, too fre- 
quently for his own comfort, refuses to 
yield this trifling and inconsequential 
point, and large have been the disturb- 
ances therefrom resulting. 

If a delegation of American women 
‘protesting against the proposed tariff on 
dress goods desired above all things to 
lay their complaints before Senator 
Aldrich, that estimable ruler of the sen- 
ate doubtless would receive them. He 
would give ear to what they had to 
say. He would bow them to the door. 
The tariff would remain unchanged, but 
the mental condition of the -protestants 
would be relieved. They would not gath- 
er around the senate chamber and throw 
bricks at the senator and at the win- 
dows. . 

It has required much time and many 
painful experiences to teach the stub- 
born British statesmen the wisdom of 
such a policy. The suffragette leaders, 
wishing to confer with Prime Minister 
Asquith, find the door closed in their 
faces. Being women of determination, 


which the code of polite usage did not 
control, they paid visits to the minister 
notwithstanding his aloofness. 

The police intervene. The visits“ 
become more militant. More police in- 
teryene. Bricks and heated language 
prevail. ‘Women whose ordinary walks 
of life would be full of gentleness and 
kind deeds find themselves compelled to 
box the ears of police inspectors. Four- 
teen different attempts are made to per 
suade Mr. Asquith to receive a delega- 
tion, and each attempt requires the at- 
tendance of a larger force of police thun 
did its predecessor, Finally King Ed- 
ward, with a tact which Asquith lacked, 
suggests to Herbert Gladstone that the 
point of politeness, if not of policy, would 
be to grant an audience. Mr. Gladstone 
receives the suffragette leaders and 
harkens to their words. a 

Several pitched battles were needed be- 
tore the British statesmen could see the 
wisdom of a policy which would ha ve 
been adopt immediately by any con- 
gressional leader. The difference between 
the two schools of statesmanship is one 
of methods, not one of results. It ‘s 
that which condemns the British policy.

O every redder of Thackeray, the name 
of Twysden, which he gave to his 
“Commissioner of the Powder and 
Pomatum Office,” will sound quite fa- 
miliar. Yet it is not an imaginary 
name. Far from it. It is borne by a baronet 
of ancient lineage, and whose dignity is one 
of the earliest created, dating as it does from 
1611, when it was bestowed by King James 
I. upon a knight of the name of Sir William 
.Twysden of Roydon hall, who had conducted 
the monarch from Scotland to London when 
he came south to take possession of the 
throne of England. 

Sir William h two sons. Roger suc- 
ceeded to his baronetcy, and from whom Sir 
Louis Twysden, the present and ninth bar- 
onet of the line, is descended. Sir William's 
second son, Thomas by name, became one of 
thé judges of the court of king’s bench, and 
received in his turn a baronetcy from 
Charles II., shortly after the latter’s res- 
toration. i 

It is that baronetcy which is described 
in Burke’s Peerage and in other standard 
works of reference as having become extinct 
in 1841, which has been forming the subject 
of interesting litigation in the English courts 
during the last few weeks, 

— 

The litigation has served to disclose an 
eighteenth century romance. At the begin- 
ning of the reign of George III. this second. 
of the Twysden baronetcies was held by Sir 
Roger Twysden, who spelled his name with 
an “1” instead of a y.,“ and was the fifth 
of his line. He had three sons, the second of 
whom, William, was a lieutenant of the royal 
navy. Invalided from his ship, he was 
nursed back to comparative health at the 
house of Mrs. Kirk, the widow of a ship's 
gunner, that is to say, a warrant officer, at 
Portsea, and, falling in love with her pretty 
daughter, Mary, married her. 

The members of his family, who were im- 
mensely proud of their ancestry, were be- 
side themselves with indignation at this 
mesalliance, would not regard it as a mar- 
riage, and declined to have anything more 
to do with William. In fact, Sir Roger re- 
settled the family estates in such a fashion 
as to exclude his second son, Willlam, and 
the latter’s children by his union with Mary 
Kirk. 

The eldest and unmarried son of Sir Roger 
predeceased him, and so, too, did Lieut. Will- 
jam Twysden. But instead of the latter’s 
son inheriting the baronetcy and the con- 


Rogers act of resettlement to his own 
youngest son, John Papillion Twysden, who 
assumed the title, a bequest of $5,000 being, 
however, left to the lieutenant’s eldest boy, 
Who was described as a natural,“ that is to 
Bay, illegitimate, son. 

Thfs boy, who was christened John, was 
brought up to the navy, and is shown by the 
evidence produced, to have been the re- 
cipient of much financial assistance on the 
part of his uncle, Sir John Papillion Twysden, 
who evidently was endeavoring thereby to 
atone for what he knew to be his wrongful 
possession of the baronetcy, and of the es- 
tates. He also left John a handsome bequest 
at his death. 5 


siderable estates, the property went by a

Sir John Papillion’s own son and name 
sake succeeded to the baronetcy and estates, 
and died in 1841, leaving a married daughter, 
to whom he bequeathed the estates, the title 
being regarded as having become extinct 
through his demise. It is this title which 
has just been forming the subject of a suit 
brought by the Rev. John Francis Twysden 
of Bradbourn, Kent, and by his aged aunt, 
Miss Emily Twysden, who is the grand- 
daughter of that Lieut. William Twysden 
who married the gunner’s daughter. 

Indeed, she is nominally the chief party in 
the suit, since the application to the courts is 
not for the baAronetcy, but for the judicial 
declaration and recogn'ticn of the legitiniacy 
of her father. The latter once established, 
the baronetcy goes of its own accord to her 
clergyman nephew, but, of course, without 
any of the Twysden estates. 

While the presiding judge has reserved his 
decision in the case, he has left no doubt 
whatsoever that he will find in favor of 
the petitioners. For, although all efforts 
have failed to discover the actual certificate 
of marriage of the lieutenant and of the 
gunner's daughter, yet the circumstantial 
evidence that the couple were duly married 
is of such an overwhelming and abundant 
character as to carry conviction that they 
were man and wife. . 

The impression that they were not mar- 
ried seems to have originated with the re- 
fusal of the Twysden family to recognize the 
gunner's daughter as Willlam's wife on the 
gr: uad of her humble extraction, while he 
wis in such impoverished circumstances and 
so debt ridden that he was unable to make 
any fight for his rights. 

The trial has been of a most interesting 
description, and has entailed the production 
and the reading in court of all sorts of family 
correspondence of the Twysdens, dating 
from a period prior to the American war of 
independence, 


— 

There is no truth in the stories according 
to which King Alfonso and his government 
have been led by the recent fatalities in the 
arena to inaugurate steps with a view to 
the abolition of bull fighting in Spain, and 
the eulogies lavished upon Queen Ena, as 
primarily responsible for this alleged move, 
are, to say the least, premature.

The passion for bull 
fighting is in their blood, and no royal edict 
or legislative enactment could affect its 
popularity, or interfere with its taking 
place.

Which may be translated as: 
It is a Spanish festival, 
Observed from generation to generation;

While it cannot be denied that there have 
been an unusually large number of fatalities 
in the ring of late, no less than four matadors 
having been killed within a fortnight and 
three others dangerously wounded, the only 
result has been almost universal criticism

I fol- 
lowed this one to his home on Lincoln ave- 
nue, near the L. and complained to his 
mother, who protested loudly that Elmer 
was a gocd boy, and called my sister a liar 
because the bow chose to contradict us to 
save himself. We were told erwards that 
this crowd makes a regular practice of doing 
this. 

It may be some comfort to Mrs. Simpson- 
Jones to know that the poor white trash 
who insult colored people are placed by the 
better class of white people far below poor 
but respectable negroes. 

In conclusion, I have been friendly with 
well to do negroes as wel] as meeting them 
in public places, and I fully agree with what 
Mrs. Simpson-Jones says, especially in her 
last paragraph.

Bill Burns of Texas pitched his usual tough 
luck defeat yesterday in the opening game 
of the White and Red Sox series in the pres- 
ence of several hundred blue sox—it being 
ladies“ day.“ Burns permitted only three 
hits to be made off him in the seven innings 
he worked. but those were sufficient to beat 
him 2 to 1. because one of them was a terrible 
blow which hoisted the ball over the screen 
into the bleachers behind right center and 
there was an enemy on first when the blow, 
fell. 

Jake Stahl was the individual selected as 
a habitation by Bill Burns’ hoodoo, and it 
was Jake who swatted the fly which will 
start the local fan mills working overtime 
in discussing as to the proverbial “ longest 
hit ever made.“ Mr. Hoodoo selected the 
fifth inning as the time for his dastardly 
deed, and when it was done the game was 
over. 

Opposed to Burns was Sefior Arellanes, 
who is soon to celebrate his first anniversary 
as a major league hurler, and he was hit for 
four safeties, including a pair of scratch 
doubles. But these never would have scored 
a tally for the White Sox except by accident. 
Said accident happened in the first inning, 
when Isbell caromed a hot one off Wagner's 
fetlocks at the instant when D. Altizer was 
on second waiting to score, and Dare Devil 
Dave romped home while the stray shot was 
being recovered. 


Pretty Near Tie Knot, but— 

Twice in the closing rounds Comiskey’s 
mien seemed to the uninitiated to be on the 
verge of tying up the knot, but the Initiated 
knew by experience that Arellanes never was 
in danger after Stahl's telling blow.

Dr. Baum Surprises Friends Who 
Plan to Weleome Yacht.

TWO STICKER GIVEN SALUTE 


La Rita, Sunk During Saturday’s Races, 
Found to Be in Good Shape. 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 


While preparations were being completed 
at the ChicagoYacht club for a big Sunday 
reception to Dr. William L. Baum and the 
local amateurs of the crew aboard his 
schooner Amorita, the long heralded double 
sticker ended its 4,423 miles’ sail from salt 
water and dropped its anchor off Grant park 
at 7 o'clock last night. 

According to the plans made by Dr. Baum’s 
club members, the C. Y. C. fleet was to as- 
semble tomorrow morning and sail in squa- 
dron formation to a point off Lincoln park 
and await the arrival of the largest sailing 
yacht on the great lakes. Then, with much 
dipping of ensigns and other acts of greeting 
not prohibited by the rules of yachting eti- 
quette on the Sabbath, Amorita was to have 
been escorted to its mooring at the C. v. C. 
anchorage. It had been planned to make the 
affair the greatest reception ever accorded a 
private yacht in Chicago. 


Dr. Baum Surprises Friends. 

But the enthusiastic committee overlooked 
the fact that Dr. Baum is one of the most 
modest yacht owners who ever trod a holy- 
stoned deck, so he quietly planned 
to slip into the harbor unannounced. 
The last port touched by Amorita 
was White Lake, 103 miles north- 
est of Chicago. Dr. Baum left the schooner at 
the Michigan resért and came on to Chicago by 
train to attend to business matters. Yesterday 
afternoon he appeared at the Chicago Yacht club, 
boarded a launch with a number of friends, and 
took a northerly course up the lake. Later the 
launch returned sans the party and the secret 


was out. 


Late in the afternoon one of the lake excursion 
boats flashed a wireless message ashore that a 
big white schooner yacht was five miles off shore 
at a point opposite Grosse Point. The description 
fitted Amorita, and at the Chicago Yacht club 
glasses were trained north in an effort to pick up 
the craft. Just before 6 o'clock the double sticker’s 
lofty salls were made out beating down the lake 
against a light head wind. 


Salutes Given Amorita. 


It lacked three minutes of 7 o’clock when 
Amorita, with a sixty foot *‘ homeward bound“ 
pennant fluttering at the main truck, and with 
the C. T. C. burgee at the fore, jibed over for the 
final tack and glided ween the piers of the 
Van Buren street gap. e crew lined the rail 
and anewered the cheers of the assembled yachts- 
men ashore, and as Amorita came up into the 
wind and the professionals dropped the big hook 
from the bow salutes were fired from the clubhouse, 
the steam yachts Cornelia and Sea Fox, and from 
the sailing yachts Hawthorne,’ Illinois, and Vence- 


dor-—all that happened to have men on board when 


the big schooner arrived. 

Amorita is one of the most valuable additions 
ever made to the local fleets. It is the largest 
sailing yacht on the great lakes as well as the 
finest. The boat was built for the Brokaws, the 
New York milMonaires, and later was sold ty 
them to the late Richard Mansfield. Dr. Baum 
purchased the craft during the winter, principally 
for the purpose of entering the Mackinac race of 
the Chicago Yacht club, which starts July 24. 
Amorita’s principal dimensions are: Length over- 
all, 99 feet 6 inches; water line, 69 feet; beam. 
20 feet, and draft, 12 feet. The boat is of steel 
construction. 


Makes Fast Time Home. 


Amorita, sailed by Dr. Baum, his Chicago Corin- 
thians and a number of professionals, started from 
New York in the race to Bermuda on June 5. The 
boat broke all time records over the long ocean 
curse and was the first to arrive at the finish, but 
lost the race on time allowance. Two days after 
the finish of the race Amorita headed for Chicago. 
The total distance covered was 4.423 miles. Twenty- 
eight days were spent in-salling and eleven were 
spent in harbors along the route. The boet’s 
sailing ability was attested by the fact that ft 
averaged 158 miles per day during the trip in spite 
of the fact that considerable adverse wind was 
encountered. 

The Chicago amateurs who sailed either the 
whole or a part of the distance were Dr. Baum, 
George L. Weed, Paul Springer, Dr. Eihiott Car- 
penter, Dr. W. W. Hoyt. P. B. Weber, Edward 
Younglove, and H. E. Watson. There are four- 
teen paid sailors on board under Capt. A. L. Bahr. 


La Rita Found to Be O. K. 

Edward Rosing’s sloop yacht La Rita of the Chi- 
cago Yacht club, which sunk near the north gov- 
ernment pier during the races of Saturday, July 
8. yesterday was raised and taken to the club an- 
chorage. With the exception of a number of 
scratches where the boat had been forced against 
the pier by the action of the waves, La Rita was 
found to be in good condition. Repairs will be 
made and thé boat will be in commission within a 
week. It was supposed at first that the seams 
of the boat had opened, but an examination re- 
vealed the fact that defective plumbing. which 
caused the water to siphon in through a discharge 
pipe below the weterline, was responsible for the 


accident.

American Smelting Loses Advances 
Made on the Previous Day. 


{NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LBADER.} 

New York, July 9.—[{Special. Today's ses- 
sion of the stock exchange was practically a 
repetition of that of Thursdey so far as the 
volume of trading was concerned, but it was 
without the realizing which toward the close 
of business on the previous day depressed the 
prices of a number of leading shares. Such 
buying and selling as went on seemed to orig- 
inate exclusively within the four walls of 
the exchange, and the net result upon the 
prices was insignificant. 

Illinois Central moved forward a point or 
more upon two stories, one to the effect that 
the company was about to bring out new 
financing, and the other that it was to be 
leased to the Union Pactfic upon a favorable 
rental basis. American Smelting, which was 
practically the only stock to rise on Thurs- 
day, lost its advance of that day in spite of 
the issuing of a statement by the president 
of the company indicating a more favorable 
year than had been thought possible. 


Western Maryland Is Loser. 

A number of minor stocks, including the 
Toledo, St. Louls and Western, indulged in 
advances, but accompanying their move- 
ments were the familiar bearish points which 
invariably go with a speculative enterprise. 
Western Maryland shares dropped rather 
sharply upon the publication of reports that 
in connection with the reorganization of the 
property a heavy assessment would be levied 
upon the stockholders. 

Among the day's general influences were 
@ispatches from Washington telling of the 
expectation there of a long controversy in 
the house over the final form of the tariff bill 
and the rise in the wheat, corn, and grain 
markets, notwithstanding the altogether ex- 
ceptional government report. 

As regards the strength of the grain mar- 
kets, this is explained not by any disappoint- 
ment over the July crop showing, but by the 
exhibit of unusually scant supplies of wheat 
in the farmers’ hands, amounting to 15,000,- 
000 bushels, as against $4,000,000 bushels a 
year ago and 53,000,000 bushels two years 
ago. The advance also is in the nature of in- 
surance against unfavorable weather from 
this time on to the harvest. 


Stocks of Copper Decrease. 

The usual monthly report of the Copper 
Producers’ association, covering conditions 
on July 1, noted a decrease of 14,990,000 
pounds in stocks on hand, thus continuing

Preliminary estimates of the currency

In its weekly review of Chicago trade Dun’s 
Review. published by R. G. Dun & Co., will 
say in today's issue: 

“Sustained heavy payments through the 
banks, an absence of large failures, gratify- 
ing crop reports, and strengthening demands 
for factory outputs and general merchandise 
reflect the healthy position which trade now 
occupies. High cost is responsible for a 
smaller outgo of breadstuffs, but forward- 
ings of iron and steel, mine and forest prod- 
ucts, raw materials for early conversion, and 
staple wares exhibit considerable gain. 

„There is also heavy passenger travel and 
continued recovery in the earnings of Chi- 
cago steam roads. While vessel capacity 
is nct yet wholly employed, lake traffic is 
much better than at this time last year and 
rates obtained average higher. Prompt mar- 
ketings during the harvests are foreshad- 
owed by the advance inquiry for cars, and 
this causes orders to be issued for additional 
equipment, much old rolling stock being 
found useless. 


Large Outlays~ Assured. 

„Further developments in the prominent 
industries testify to confidence in the out- 
look. New plans announced include ex- 
tensive additions to capacity at Gary and 
Indiana Harbor. Other enterprises assure 
large outlays for terminals, bridges, and 
track elevation. | 

Building construction progresses with the 
fine weather and there is remarkable con- 
sumption of structural materials of all kinds 
and increasing requeste for ‘lumber, brick, 
stone, and cement. The demand for money 
is now wider, currency shipments to the 
interior exceeding receipts by a large margin. 
Offerings of commercial paper carry more 
high grade names and an advance upon the 
present low discount rate is not improbable. 

„Sales in the leading retail lines form a 
satisfactory volume, and stocks of merchan- 
dise here and in the country have been re- 
duced comfortably. Visiting buyers in large 
numbers appear in the wholesale district. 
July sales of furniture and books have 
equaled expectations.

The large corporations pro- 
ducing worsted dress goods opened their 
spring linee at moderate advances ranging 
from 7 to 15 per cent. Buying in all dry goods 
lines was generally conservative, despite the 
belief that textile lines, are all tending 

her. 

„Further advances have again been scored 
in the hide market. Leather buyers con- 
tinue to operate at advanced prices in all 
kinds of leather, especially in heavy weight 
stock, but business now is less active than a

% WHEAT EAT OKFENINGS ‘SCARCE. 


Absence of Pressure Caused a 
Lively Scramble of Shorts. 


CORN AND OATS ARE STRONG. 


Eastern Millers and Exporters Are 
Heavy Buyers of Cash Grain. 


Scarcity of July wheat offerings and the 
absen of pressure brought considerable 
strength to the market and prices closed 
%@i2chigher. The low point of the@ay was 
near the opening and from then on there 
was a steady advance throughout the session.’ 


The congestion in wheat was brought to the 


surface by the action of the corn market, 
where July shows an advance from the low 
point of 66%@72c. This aroused the trading 
element and developed stronger cash mar- 
kets,* an oversold condition in July. and an 
evident indisposition on the part of the pro- 
ducer to sell wheat. The cash markets were 
stronger and it developed that eastern millers 
and exporters were buying more wheat here 
than the local cash grain men were buying in 
the country, that the stock of old wheat was 
practically closed out, and that cash wheat 
prices in the southwest were materially 
higher. This started some covering by 
shorts, particularly in July. 


Distant Deliveries Quiet. 


Distant deliveries, as in other grains, made 
only faint response to the bulgeinJuly.. The 
market as a whole seemed to be influenced 
principally by speculative sentiment and the 
crop damage reports, which were Again nu- 
merous, had Hhittle effect on values. There 
were rumors of an attempt to create a crop 
scare in the northwest, but it developed that 
nothing of a serious nature had occurred. 
Some samples from North Dakota showed 
smut, but on examination proved to be a 
form which occurs from infected seed and 
which does not spread. Temperatures are 
right for the spring wheat and the occasional 
rains have furnished just the necessary 
moistures. Northwestern millers reported 
the flour demand improving and there was a 
good export demand there for October ship- 
ment. The Modern Miller reported bullish 
conditions in the winter wheat section of the 
southwest, more particularly in the soft 
wheat territory. Wheat in the shock has not 
been damaged extensively by the recent 
floods. 


World’s Shipments Large. 

The world’s shipments promise 8,213,000 bu 
for the week, as against 5,168,000 bu a year 
go. Shipments from United States and Can- 
ada for the week were 1.413,000 bu, against 
2,782,000 bu last year. Indian shipments were 
2.296,000 bu, as compared with 352,000 bu last 
year. Argepwfine shipments were 1.880.000 bu, 
against 2.032.000 bu a year ago. Local cash 
sales were 815,000 bu, new and old. and the 
local stock of the latter is practically cleaned 
out. Some new wheat was sold for August- 
September shipment. Foreign markets were 
mostly lower. Country acceptances were 
light and a leading cash house here said that 
the selling of wheat to eastern mills had prac- 
tically exhausted supplies. Some new soft 
winter and hard winter wheat has also been 
sold to eastern mills and exporters and this 
was taken as an indication that it will be 
hard to supply the current demand. 


Heavy Trade in Corn. 

There was a larger trade in corn than in 
many a day. Local traders were the best 
buyers and were successful in acquiring 
quite a little of this cereal through commis- 
sion houses. Prices were ½ to 25c higher 
at the close. July and September made the 
most substantial gains, but the new crop 
months were under the influence of the crop 
report, which showed a total yield of 449. 
4,000 bu more than was secured last year. 
The July flurry was due to the fact 
that shippers have sold large quantities 
of cash corn in the east and have 
bought the grain for July delivery of 
speculators in the pit. The latter were 
thrown into a panic by the light receipts and 
the discovery that farmers had stopped sell- 
ing on the recent slump. The result was a 
scramble for the car lot offerings in the 
sample market. 


Cash Corn Is Strong. 

Sample prices of corn were up 263 cents. 
Cash sales were 700,000 bu for the day, or 
1,900,000 bu in three days. In the last mo- 
ments of the trading the selling of September 
was much heavier than the buying, but prices 
rul firm. A leading cash shipper stated 
that he has sold so much that he does not 
dare sell any more unti? he knows where it 
is to be had 


Oats Shorts Suffer. 

July shorts in oats suffered a Httle less 
acutely than in corn, but the deferred months 
were slow to move, only responding a little. 
In the sample market prices were up 2630. 
Local cash sales were 200,000 bu. Cutting of 
new oats has begun in a small way in various 
parts of Illinois. 


Good Gain in Barley Prices. 

Barley advanced 2c in sympathy with the 
strength in cash oats. Malting was quoted 
6544@69c, mixing 64@66c, and screenings 58 
@6ic. Receipts were 20 cars. 

Rye was quiet and unchanged. September 
closed at 78c bid and 80c asked. No. 2 was 
quoted 80c, No. 3 70@79c, and No. 4 60@69c. 
Receipts, none. 

Flaxseed was lic higher. No. 1 northwest- 
ern closed at $1.59, No. 1 from the northwest 
$1.57%, and No. 1 southwestern $1.49. Re- 
ceipts, none.
